Of course there will be other things in 
the platform, The administration of state 
affairs by Governor Atkinson and the state- 
house officers will be indorsed. The present 
convict system will probably be condemn- 
ed, and a few other matters will be briefly 
incorporated in the platform. But the cur- 
rency plank will be its feature.

as he had had no intimation of it, and he 
could only judge from its spontaneity 
that the body had met the master of its 
own actions, and uncurbed by any outside 
influence. Mr. E. H. Almond, of Rock- 
dale, was called to the secretary’s desk, 
aad then the work of the caucus began 
with a vim which showed the earnestness 
of the men present. 

Captain Evan P. Howell, of Fulton, in 
suggesting work to be done, said there 
were only two actions ahead—one was to 
unite upon a candidate for temporary 
chairman of the convention tomorrow, and 
the other was to declare that none but 
tried and true free silver men ghould be 
sent to Chicago, bdund by the unit rule. 

The last suggestion called for a thunder 
Of applause. 

“I move,” continued ! Captain Howell, 
“that Hon. Clarence Wilson, of: Quitman, 
who was temporary chairman of the silver 
convention held in Griffin last year, be 
nominated by this body for the temporaary 
chairmanship of tomorrow’s convention.” 

With a rush this resolution was adopted, 
when Judge John J. Hunt, of Spalding 
county, presented resolutions, which he 
said would cover the other matters con- 
templated. 

The first of these resolutions provided 
for the appointment to Chicago of such 
democrats as favored the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Its reading was interrupted by Mr. Burk- 
halter, who moved to amend that no new 
converts be sent. In explanation of his 
action, Mr. Burkhalter declared that when 


it was discovered that Georgia was for free 
silver, there were men all over the state 


who had trained with goldbugs trying to 
jump on the silver band wagon. They 
maligned the silver people while they 
could, and now they were trying to make 
out that they were free silver men all 
the time, but the laugh was on them. 
Judge Hunt assured the gentlenran that 
there was no desire to send men to Chi- 


cago who had not earned the right to go 


there. It would be unwise, however, by 
formal vote to say that converts should not 
be sent to Chicago, though in actual elec- 
tion they would’ not be sent and he appeal- 
ed to Mr. Burkhalter to withdraw his 
severe amendment. Mr. Middlebrooks, of 
Newton, also wanted the resolution chang- 
ed so as to include the free coinage of 
gold and silver, as the present reading of 
it might be misconstrued by enemies. 

After consultation, Judge Hunt's resolu- 
tions were finally got into satisfactory 
shape and were unanimously passed, as 
follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that the convention which opens 
tomorrow shall send as delegates to Chi- 
cago only such democrats as are true 
and tried in favor of the free and unlimit- 
ed coinage of both gold and silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, imdependent of every 


country on earth. eee

The fact that the convention does not 
meet until noon favors this idea of early 
adjournment. All the district conventions 
will have been held and the fists of dele- 
gates, electors and committeemen will 
have been perfected, and the adoption of 
the results will be short work for the 
convention. 

With the work of the convention thus 
outlined, a sglid vote in Chicago for free 
silver and none but true men on guard, 
the convention will proceed tomorrow with 
the details which will weld and fashion 
into shape the concrete will of Georgia.

NO QUAVER IS HEARD 
IN GEORGIA’S VOICE. 


COLONEL "ROBERTSON TO BE THE 
CHAIRMAN OF RESOLUTIONS. 


Talks of the Platform—Looking to the 
Future Not to the Past—A Clear 
Cut Declaration. 


Macon, Ga., June 2%4.—(Special.)—“Why 
talk ahout the past. It is the future we 
are looking to. It is not what has been 


done but what we propose to do.” 

The speaker was that gallant and coura- 
geous democrat who comes down from the 
mountains and fights with the courage of 
a Spartan when the life of democracy is at 
stake—Colonel Jim Robertson, of Haber- 
sham. He was talking about the platform 
to be adopted by the convention tomorrow 
and his words were in response to an inti- 
mation thrown out by a gold man that he 
presumed the convention would repudiate 
the administration. 

‘We are not here to repudiate anything. 
The democrats of Georgia are here to do 
their duty in’ building up and expanding 
the party of our fathers. We are here to 
declare in favor of going back to the old 
principles of democracy, and we propose 
to make a platform on that line. 

“Again we do not propose to make a 
great lengthy platform containing all sorts 
of things calculated to detract attention 
from the main issue. The free coinage of 
Silver at 16 to 1 is the issue. It is the pict- 
ure upon which all eyes are focused and we 
do not propose to frame it with gilded 
phrases or any other subjects calculated 
to attract the eye te the frame rather 
than the picture. We are here for a pur- 
pose and the convention will fulfill, the 
wishes of the people.” 7

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HOW GEORGIA WILL SPEAK OUT. 


These are the Financial Resolutions Which Will 
Be Adopted. 


Resolved, That the democratic party of Georgia, through properly accred- 
ited delegates, in convention assemtled, hereby declares its devotion to 
that time-honored doctrine of pure democratic faith, which demands that 
the primary money of the country shall be the goid and silver coinage of 
the constitution and which favors a circulating medium convertible intg 
svch money without loss. : 

Resolved, That congress has no power to discriminate at the mints 
against either gold or silver as metals for the coinage of primary money, 
or against’ gold or silver coin of the United States as to their debt-pay- 
ing functions—such discriminations deprive the citizen of the use of one 
kind of standard money provided by the constitution for the payment of 
debt, and we demand the repeal of 211 laws or parts of laws making such 
discriminations, and ‘he restoration of the standard silver dc)lar to the rank 
of primary money wh'ch it held prior to 1878—by opening the mints to ‘he 
ccinage of silver on a yerfect equatity with gold at the ratio of sixteen to 
one | 
Resolved, That we condemn a financial policy which necessitates the in- 
crease of the bonded debt of the country in time of peace to maintain an 
unnecessary gold reserve, or to pay the current expenses of the government. 
We also condemn a policy which seeks to retire the United States and treas- 
ury notes, as they constitute an absolutely safe circulating medium based 
on gold and silver coin, and backed by the entire wealth of the country. 
Such a policy would not only intensify the present evil of contraction, but 
place the exclusive right to issue a circulating medium in the control of a 
concentrated money power and above the laws and the will of the people— 
and foster the federal doctrine of centralization class government 
through financial control, a doctrine which is a standing menace to our 
republican institutions and the liberties of the people; and we demand the 
repeal of all laws which clothe a'secretary of the treasury with the more 
than imperial power to issue bonds and increase the public debt at his will 
and pleasure without specific authority from congress. 

Resolved, That we favor the payment of the public debt as rapidly as 
practicable; all moneys drawn from the people by taxation, except so muc4 
as js requisite for the necessities of the goverr ment economically adminis- 
tered, should be honestly applied to such payment, and when the obliga- 
tions of the government expressly state on their face, or the law under

which they were issued provides, that they are payable in coin, or in dol- 


lets, such obligations should be paid in gold or silver coin, at the con- 
venience of the government and not at the option of the holder of the ob- 


ligation. Re

Macon, Ga., June °4.—(Special.)—Evan P. 
Howell, of Fulton; Patrick Walsh, of Rich- 
mond: Hal Lewis, of Greene; Pope Brown, 
of Pulaski. 

These are the candidates for delegates 

at large to the Chicago convention, and 
this is the ticket that will probably be put 
through in the state convention which meets 
in the Academy of Music at noon tomor- 
row. 
Judge Allen Fort, of Sumter, was urged 
by his scores of friends to become 4 can- 
didate and allow them to elect him, but 
Judge Fort declined to permit the use of 
his name, 

There has been any amount of talk in 
favor of electing Judge Crisp and Senator 
Bacon delegates at large, but both of these 
distinguished Georgians have announced 
that they prefer not to interfere with the 
Georgia diea, which is to send to national 
conventions men not holding office, and 
they have modestly stood aside, notwith- 
standing the pressure brought to bear upon 
them. Consequently the above ticket, com- 
posed of four men who have made gallant 
fights in their respective sections of the 
state for the great cause of free coinage, 
will probably be unanimously chosen dele- 
gates at large. ’ 

Colonel James W. Robertson, has 
been the wheel horse of the campaign in 
the state, will be unanimously chosen 
elector at large. 

It seems now that the acts of the con- 
vention will be performed with perfect 
unanimity. There have been no conflicts, 
no friction. Almost every man has been 
wiling to subordinate personal ambitions 
to the great cause, and the preliminary 
work the convention has progressed 
without a jar.

Who Will Probably Be Named as Del- 
egates and Electors from the 
Districts. 


Macon, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—There 
has never been a political convention in 
Georgia in which the preliminary work 
has been done with so little friction. Every- 
body is gloriously jolly over the great 
victory of the silver cause in the state, 
and all are willing to sacrifice personal 
ambitions to promote the success of the 
democratic ticket in the state and nation. 
At 9 o’clock tomorrow morning the del- 
egations from the other districts will 
meet in the eleven rooms of the court- 
house to select) district delegates and 
electors ta be presented to the convertion 
for ratification. The rooms are numbered 
from one to eleven and each congressional 
district will meet in the room numbered as 
the district. All day the candidates for 
distr'ct delegates have been lobbying like 
s0 many ants. Though it has been swelter- 
ing hot, they have worked, perspired, 
smoked and smiled at- various intervals. 
Some of the contests have been as good 
naturedly warm as the weather. Each 
district gets two delegates and an elector. 

The fifth district held its caucus tonight.

FOR HARRISON’S RELEASE, 


Secretary Olney Will Be Requested To 
Intercede with Venezuela. 

Washington, June 24.—As soon as Secre- 
tary Olney returns to the state department 
—and he is confidently expected tomorrow— 
he will receive from Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador, a request 
from the British government to use his 
good offices with Venezuela to secure the 
release front imprisonment of Crown Sur- 
veyor Harrison, who is reported to have 
been arrested by Venezuelan police while 
he was engaged in constructing a road 
connecting the Barima and Cuyuni rivers 
in the disputed territory. This action of 
Great Britain is considered in diplomatic 
circles a radical departure from the ulti- 
matum methods hitherto practiced on 
American republics, and much significance 
1S attached to this fact as probably indicat- 
ing the considerable progress made toward 
an arbitration agreement and help practi- 
Cal acknowledgement that the United 
States is a party in interest in the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, as well as in future con- 
troversies regarding territory on the Amer- 
ican continent. 

While it is universally admitted that the 
hew incident is exceedingly unfortunate 
just at this juncture, there is great diver- 
sity of opinion in fixing the blame. Even 
the British government has the mrost in- 
definite knowledge of the exact locality 
where the arrest took place, although it 
is claimed that the surveying party had 
no authority to g0 outside the territory

The Storm Ahead. 


But apart from the two storm centers 
new settling into placid calm, there is a 
third and one suggestive of the strife ahead.

FOR STATE BANKS. 


Hon, Louis F. Garrard, of Columbus, has 
issued an interesting pamphlet which pre- 
sents a practical solution of the problem of 
how to get around the 10 per cent bank tax 
on the issues of state banks. The pamphlet 
contains a decision of Attorney General 
Harmon, which supports Mr. Garrard’s con- 
tention that the form of note which he sub- 
mitted was not liable to the 10 per cent tax. 
This note is based on silver bullion as mer- 
chandise. It is not payable in money, but 
is payable in silver bullion, and Mr. Gar- 
rad contends, and supports his contention 
by decisions of the federal authorities, that 
this effectually gets around the legal pre- 
vention of state bank issues. 

It seems as if Mr. Garrard got his idea 
from an experience which he and Columbus 
had during the financial troubles cf 1293. 
At that time the officials of the Eagle and 
Phenix mills issued orders payable in 
“Eagle and Phenix merchandise.” These 
orders were used as currency and undoubt- 
edly did a great deal toward tiding the bus- 
iness interests of Columbus over the trou- 
bles of those days. There is no difference 
in the two plans, except in the latter the 
bank which owns silver bullion mrkes the 
notes payable in ‘“‘merchandise silver bul- 
lion at retail,” instead of “Eagle and 
Phenix merchandise at retail.” 

Mr. Garrard is a very earnest and prac- 
tical advocate of state banks. He was the 
special champion of the state bank plank 
before the last national convention and he 
has probably given the matter more study 
and closer study than has any other man 
in Georgia. His pamphlet, which goes into 
details, presenting in full his correspond- 
ence with the government officials, is both 
interesting and profitable.

In the absence of Hon. Seaton Grant- 
land, of Spalding, chairman of the district 
executive committee, Hon. R. Hi. Smith 
of Bibb, a member of the executive com- 
mittee, called the meeting to order. 

Mr. B. P. Bailey, of Butts, was chosen 
temporary chairman. Messrs. Douglas 
Glessner, of Spalding, and Perry Lee were 
chosen temporary secretaries. 

Mr. R. T. Daniel, of Spalding, was 
chosen permanent chairman, and the tem- 
porary secretaries were continued as per- 
manent secretaries. In accepting the 
chair Mr. Daniel delivered an exceedingly 
eloquent and enthusiastic address, in which 
he predicted the glorious victory of the 
democratic party in the coming elections. 

A committee on resolutions was appoint- 
ed, with Hon. Paul Turner, of Henry, as 
chairman. 

The nomination of a congressman was 


the next business in order. 

Hon. Rufus Roberts, of Baldwin, placed 
in nomination Hon. Charles lL. Bartlett, 
the present incumbent.

CONVENTION GOSSIP. 


Macon, June 24.—(Special.)—This is going 
to be a wonderfully harmonious conven- 
tion. Everybody seems to be for silver. 

Ask a man who was a goldbug out and 
out two months ago how he stands now, 
and he replies that he has “modified” his 
views. That primary on June 6th was & 
powerful argument to many a halting man. 
And all say the kindest things of The 
Constitution. Some of the expressions are 
so strong that a modest journal refrains 
from repeating them. The men who led 
this fight are known, to the people and 
are gratefully remembered. 


Strange to say there are no boomers 
here for presidential candidates. What a 
difference from the convention eve of four 
years ago! Then the issue was which of 
two candidates should be fimdorsed by thé 
party. Tonight the leaders are not paying 
any attention to national candidates. Few 
are even discussing it here. “Wait until 
we get to Chicago,’”’ is the reply to ques- 
tions about the presidential ticket. ; 

Even the congressmen are not promoting 
the interest of any one in particular. But 
it is evident that Horace Boies, of lowa, 
is regarded as the most availabie, man. 
There is considerable sentiment for “Silver 
Dollar” Bland, but the best posted lead- 
ers here are not for him as first choice. 

Congressmen Moses, Tate and Livingston 
say that Boies will be the strongest can- 
didate before the convention in their opin- 
ion. All the silver democrats speak highly 
ef Teller, but they declare themselves as 
preferring to see him in the cabinet to 
placing him on the ticket. 

There is an almost unanimous opinion 
that the ticket should be made up of two 
western men, as a southern man might 
weaken it in some of the northwestern 
and northern states. Representative men 
say that the convention ought not to de- 
clare for any man. There has been some 
talk of a resolution favoring Bland, but 
the committee is apt to report against 
an indorsement of any one. 


The candidate who has never been in 
the general assembly or has never been 
around state conventions is lost in his 
canvass here if he is opposing an old 
stager. It makes all the difference in 
the world, as some of the younger men are 
discovering. One knows everybody and the 
other has to be introduced all around. And 
yet there are candidates here who did 
not personally know before their 4rrival 
ten men in the convention. What an ad- 
vantage a man has who is familiar with 
them all.

Political Forgetfulness. 

The recent death of General Benjamin 
H. Bristow, in the city of New York, 
forcibly illustrates how soon the career 
of a public man may be forgotten. 

This is due not so much to ingrati- 
tude as to the sharp competition which 
exists between political parties. Avail- 
ability is perhaps the most important 
word in the dictionary of politics; and 
in order to secure available men who 
possess the 
strength for overcoming the opposition, 
the choice of party conventions is con- 
stantly shifting from one favorite to 
another. Political favoritism is as rest- 
less and unstable as the sea itself. In- 
dividual merit is often set aside and the 
state from which a man hails is fre- 
quently a more important consideration 
than his personal qualification. 

Against these apparent unfair discrim- 

inations it is useless to rebel; thev 
spring from what may be regarded as 
political necessities and cannot be over- 
come, 
Though not an old man at the time of 
his death, General Bristow had not fig- 
ured actively in politics, either state or 
national, for fully twenty years. 

During the administration of President 

Grant, General Bristow filled the posi- 
tion of secretary of the treasury. 
Though born in the south, he had served 
in the union army and was regarded as 
a proper man for the position. On ac- 
count of the reputation which he achiev- 
ed while in office, General Bristow was 
urged as the choice of the republican 
party for president of the United States. 
In the convention of 1876 he received 
113 votes, and was the choice of a 
much larger number of delegates on the 
first ballot than Rutherford B. Hayes, 
who subsequently received the nomina- 
tion. 
This was the last appearance of Gen- 
eral Bristow in publie life. Since that 
time he has been a quiet resident of 
New York, devoting himself to the caress 
of his profession. 

Other favorites have filled the eyes of 
the republican party. Even the name of 
General Bristow was forgotten until 
called to mind again by the sad an- 
nouncement of his death. And yet 
twenty years ago he was the idol of his 
party; while William McKinley, who is 
now the republican candidate for presi- 
dent, was then but a raw and inex- 
perienced member of congress. 

Such is the fate of some of our great- 
est public men. The world is so ab- 
sorbed in the present that it gives but 
little thought to the past; and when a 
man retires from the public. stage he be- 
comes, in sad reality, a back number!

Mr. Whitney’s Hopeless Task. 

There in one fact that Mr. Whitney 
appears to have overlooked when can- 
celing his European tour—namely: that 
he goes to Chicago not to overcome the 
objections of the party to any candidate 
or candidates, but to turn the demo- 
eratic organization aside from an issue 
for which it has almost unanimously de- 
clared. To defeat or promote the pros- 
pects of a candidate is one thing: to turn 
a great party away from an issue that 
is of irresistible popularity is another 
and quite different thing. 

One is a mere matter of manipulating 
individuals: the other is an effort to 
turn a two-thirds majority aside from 
its defined and distinct pledges. We 
give Mr. Whitney credit for the amount 


candidates may be swapped, dropped or 
betrayed, an issue cannot be disposed of 
without defeating every hope and pur- 
pose that the voters of the country have 
in view. 

He and his coachers may point to the 
result in the republican convention; but 
this only emphasizes the fact to which 
we have called attention. The republi- 
can delegates went to St. Louis not to 
declare for an issue but to support a 
candidate. There was no issue involved. 
It was a contest between Hanna and 
Kohlsaat on one side and the republi- 
ean field on the other. In the east the 
delegates were divided between Reed 
and Morton, with a strong leaning to 
McKinley. Inthe west it was McKinley 
pure and simple. It was a contest be- 
tween ordinary political scheming, and 
business methods won. Hanna announc- 
ed at the very beginning that he was a 
business man and proposed to apply bus- 
iness methods to the campaign. He ap- 
pled them and they won. 

AS for the issues, Mr. Hanna had 
none and cared for none. Kohlsaat was 
on hand to write the gold plank, and it 
was indorsed. If he had written a sil- 
ver plank. it would have been indorsed 
and McKinley would have stood as 
comfortably and as smilingly on one 
declaration as on the other. It was 
plain business all the way through, and 
only this fact will account for the lack 
of sentiment in the convention and the 
absence of all enthusiasm over the re- 
sult. : 

But Mr. Whitney says he is going to 
Chicago to effect a “compromise.” But 
when was it ever necessary for a two- 
thirds majority to “compromise” with 
anybody or anything? It is nonsense 
to talk about it, especially when the 
compromise that Mr. Cleveland is for 
is simply a repetition of the republican 
declaration that this country must main- 
tain the existing gold standard until sil- 
ver is remonetized by international 
agreement. 

Nobody could convince us that Mr. 
Whitney is fool enough to believe in 
an international agreement. Even The

gument, is laughing at the belated pre- 
tensions of Mr. Whitney. 

It is true that the belief in bimetal- 
lism has gathered around it a large body 
of the ablest men in Europe, but it is 
equally true that the financial legislation 
of the Huropean governments is con- 
trolled by the Rothschilds and their in- 
ternational partners. 

The overwhelming, unassailable,. un- 
impeachable answer to Mr. Whitney's 
talk about the bimetallist sentiment is 
this: If France, Germany, Austria, Rus- 
sia, Belgium, Italy and Spain desire an 
international monetary agreement, why 
do they not meet and make such an 
agreement? If they want international 
bimetallism, why do they not proceed 
at once to establish it? 

They know the United States would 
promptly fall into line, no matter what 
party chanced to be in control. What, 
then, stands in the. way? Absolutely 
nothing except the stubborn, = all- 
important fact that Europe proposes to 
maintain the gold standard just as long 
as the people of the United States, bull- 
dozed by such men as Cleveland and 


continue to submit to the wanton rob- 
bery inflicted by the gold standard. 

If the European governments wanted 
bimetallism, they would get it at once. 
Mr. Whitney knows this just as well as 
anybody, and any sensible person may 
know it just as well as Mr. Whitney. 

We will suffer from the evil results of 
the gold standard just as long as our 
people submit to the exactions of the 
money power, and not a moment longer. 

If Mr. Whitney is correct in his es- 
timate of the character and extent of 
the European belief in bimetallism, then 
the remedy is simplicity itself. That 
remedy is for this country to open the 
mints -to silver and thus show to the 
world that we mean business. This will 
not only strengthen European bimetal- 
lism, but will compel the European gov- 
ernments in self-defense to restore silver 
to its old place. : 

As The New York Financial News 
says, until the people of the United 
States lead the way-and act iIndepen- 
dently, no power on earth can compel 
England to relax her control of Euro- 
pean financial sentiment. Until our peo- 
ple send to her a new declaration of in- 
dependence, England will block the way 
to an international monetary agree- 
ment. 

Nobody understands this better than 
Mr. W. ©. Whitney. He will find when 
he reaches Chicago, should he persist 
in going on a quest so foolish and so 
futile, that the democratic party under- 
stands it, too.

Geography in Politics. 

Perhaps the most unnecessary clause 
in the constitution of the United States, 
if such a criticism can be made without 
offense, is the one which provides that 
the president and vice president shall 
not be selected from the same state. 

Aside from this provision of. the con- 
stitution it has been the almost uni- 
versal rule of political conventions to 
select candidates not only from differ- 
ent states but, as far as possible, from 
different sections. 

A departure from this rule which has 
been observed by the conventions of both 
parties for the last forty years would be 
an innovation, but in these days when 
there are real principles involved, there 
is the possibility, at least, of change. 
How has it been in the past? A retro- 
spective glance may prove of interest. 

In 1856 the republicans put the entire 
width of the continent between the 
eandidates whom they selected as the 
standard bearers of the party in its first 
political venture. John ©. Fremont, the 
republican candidate for president, hail- 
ed from California, and William I. Day- 
ton, the vice presidential candidate, from 
New Jersey. The democratic party, 
however, was not quite so extreme in 
the selection of candidates. The con- 
vention nominated James Buchanan, of 
Pennsylvania, and John C. Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky. 

The republicans, in 1860, nominated 
Abraham Tineoln, of Illinois, and Han- 
nibal Hamlin; of Maine. 

In 1864, Abraham Lincoln was re- 
nominated with Andrew Johnson, of 
Tennessee, as a running mate. 

Perhaps the geographical separation 
between the candidates was least in the 
campaign of 1868. General U. 8. Grant, 
of Illinois, was the republican candi- 
date for president, with Schuyler Col- 


fax, of Indiana, as the second man on 


the ticket. This ticket was ulsuccess- 
fully opposed by Horatio Seymour, of 
New York, and Francis P. Blair, of Mis- 
souri, the democratic nominees. 

In 1872 the republican nominees were 
Grant, of Illinois, and Henry Wilson, of 
Massachusetts. The democratic nomi- 
nees were Horace Greely, of New York, 
and B. F. Brown, of Missouri. 

In the campaign of 1876 the candidates 
were Rutherford B. Hayes, of Ohio, and 
William A. Wheeler, of New York, on 
the republican ticket; and Samuel J. 
Tilden. of New York, and Thomas A, 
Hendricks, of Indiana, the democratic 
nominees. 

The republicans in 1880 nominated 
James A. Garfield, of Ohio, and Chester 
A. Arthur, of New York; the democrats, 
Winfield S. Hancock, of New York, and 
William H. English, of Indiana. 

In 1884 the democrats nominated Gro- 
ver Cleveland, of New York, and Thomas 
A. Hendricks, of Indiana. The republi- 
cans nominated James G. Blaine, of 
Maine, and John A. Logan, of Lllinois, 

In the campaign of 1888 the republi- 
can nominees were Benjamin Harrison, 
of Indiana, and Levi P. Morton, of New 
York: the democratic nominees, Grover 
Cleveland, of New York, and Allan G. 
Thurman, of Ohio. 

The democratic nominees in the last 
campaign were Grover Cleveland, of 
New York. and Adlai E. Stevenson, of 
Illinois. The republican candidates were 
Renjamin Harrison, of Indiana, and 
Whitelaw Reid, of New York. 

Thus it appears that each party, in 
compliance with its own policy, as well 
as with the provision of the constitution, 
has selected its candidates not only 
from different states but from different 
sections. 

During the early days of the republic, 
when the bulk of the country’s popula- 
tion was distributed along the Atlantic 
coast, the candidates for office on the 
same ticket wem not chosen so widely

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Here is a story from the Bluegrass State 
of Kentucky which reads as if it might 
have come from one of the old novels. In 
one of the upper counties of Kentucky lives 
a. well-to-do farmer and stockman by the 
name of John Wallingford. One of the at- 
tractions of his home isa brighteyed daugh- 
ter who has just entered her twentieth 
year. Several months ago Miss Walling- 
ford began to correspond with young Wal- 
ter Hannon, who lived in Vermont. As 
the result of this correspondence they were 
soon engaged to be married. On informing 
her father of her intentions, however, he 
became very angry and ordered her to dis- 
continue her letters to the young man; if 
she refused to obey his instructions he 
would have nothing more to do with her. 
The girl pleaded with her father and asked 
that she might at least write and inform 
him of the situation. To this request the 
angry father consented. But the love af- 
fair was by no means at an end. In 
March a young man came to the Walling- 
ford house to hire as a laborer. He ap- 
peared’ to be an experienced hand, and 
Wallingford formed a good opinion of him. 
Things went on smoothly until a few days 
ago. Wallingford became sick and one day, 
when his daughter and hired man were 
seated in the room, he suggested that, as 
he did not expect to recover, he wished to 
see his daughter situated so as to be able 
to live comfortably after he was gone. At 
this the young woman confessed that she 
was already so situated, and that the hired 
man was none other than her husband, and 
he, Walter Hannon, her unknown corres- 
pondent of the winter. The father was 
greatly surprised, But no less pleased at 
the announcement, as he had no other in 
his mind this the hired man for his daugh- 
ter’s husband. Hanmon and the girl had 
driven to Grayson one evening and been 
married, and’ no one Was the wiser. The 
young folks are comfortably situated, as 
Hannon had an amount of money laid by 
himself, 


The tomb if John Hancock, in the Old 
Granary burial ground, in Boston, has been 
marked for more than a hundred years 
with the simple inscription, ‘‘Hancock.”’ 
In 1894 the general court appropriated a 
sum of money for the erection of a suita- 
ble memorial to mark the spot. This has 
been completed, and workmen are now en- 
gaged in placing it in its position, just 
under the shadow of the Park Street 
church, The monument is sixteen feet high, 
the base is of Milford granite five feet by 
Six feet, and twenty inches thick. The 
shaftis twelve feet and six incheg long, by 
three feet and six inches wide, and one 
foot and six inches thick. The portrait on 
the shaft is after Copley, and is surrounded 
by a wreath. The coat of arms of Johg 
Hancock, consisting of a shield, on which 
are three cocks on a hand, bearing the 
crest of a winged griffin, with the inscrip- 
tion “Obsta principus,” will be displayed 
on the top of the stone. Under the portrait 
is this inscription: ‘‘This memorial erected 
A. D. MDCCCXCYV, by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, to mark the grave of 
John Hancock.” 


The estate of the lat Baron Hirsch will 
perhaps aggregate as much as $80,000,000, 
after deducting the $20,000,000 already gener- 
ously expended for the benefit of the Jew- 
ish community in the Argentine scheme. 
Of this, one-half is devoted to charitable 
purposes under the supervision of four 
trustees, who, in addition to all expenses, 
are to receive for five years a compensa- 
tion for their trouble the sum of $20,000 per 
annum. The remainder is absolutely at 
the disposal of the baroness, who is thus 
left in possession of about $40,000,000. 


The memory of the brave and daring La- 
Salle, whose thrilling adventures light up 
the pages of our early American history, 
is to be suitably honored by the erection 
of two handsome memorials. The 217th an- 
niversary of his trip up the St. Joseph river 
from its mouth occurred a few months ago, 
and this event revived interest in the great 
man. The persons who are to erect the 
monuments are members of the Northern 
Indiana Historical Society. They are now 
assisted by Professor Edward G. Mason, 
of the Chicago Historical Society, who is 
at present making trips up and down the 
St. Joseph river, endeavoring, if possible, 
to exactly locate the most important points 
which are down in history as the stopping 
places of LaSalle and his followers. Some 
miles south of Niles on the river cah be 
seen the last vestige of a post established 
*by LaSalle 217 yeats ago. Here LaSalle 
built a trading post, which the left in 
charge of a few men, and then continued 
his great march to the gulf of Mexico. 
What became of the men who were left 
behind will never be known. The post was 
destroyed, and it is supposed, they either 
wandered away and perished in the track- 
less wilderness or were killed by the In- 
dians. It is proposed to purchase the site 
and erect upon it a suitable monument. 
For nearly a year Mr. Mason and his 
companions have been trying to locate the 
site of the fort Miami, at the mouth of the 
river, which LaSalle and his men built for 
protection from the Indians. Not a vestige 
of it remains now, but when the spot where 
it once stood is found the second monu- 
ment will be erected there.

Corbett reaches Sharkey under 
right eye and raises a lump as the gong 
sounds. : 

Second Round—Sharkey is aggressive and 
swings wildly; Sharkey clinches Corbett 
and holds on. It is now a wrestling match. 
Sharkey, to avoid punishment, throws his 
arms round Corbett repeatedly. Corbett 
lands on Sharkey’s chest and face and 
head at will. -Sharkey is. very tired at the 
conclusion of the round. 

Third RoundSharkey comes up with a 
jump and rushes the champion. Corbett 
was ready for him and got in a stiff punch 
on the chest. After a few feints Corbett 
reaches Sharkey with his right. A rapid 
exchange near the ropes follows. Corbett 
uppercuts with his right and follows with 
several smashes on the chest and wind. 
The sailor fights desperately and lands on 
the champion, but not effectively. Just as 
the. gong sounds the men are at it, hammer 
and tongs. 

Fourth Round—Sharkey leads and Cor- 
bett ducks cleverly. Both men _ clinch.

Ohio Gold Standard Men Are Sour on 
the Senator 


BECAUSE FREE COINAGE WON 


Buckeye Democrats Opposed ta the 
Present Administration, 


fHE PLATFORM SPEAKS THE SENTIMENT 


Of the Men Who Will Help Snow 
Major McKinley Under in 
November. 


Columbus, O., June 24—(Special.)—Free 
goinage held high carnival in the demo- 
cratic state convention today. 

The single gold standard advocates were 
not numerous enough to be a significant 
factor in the convention and the disputes 
weer for the most part between members of 


the free coinage faction over the honors to 


be distributed. 
The local gold democrats confined their 


opposition to Allan W. Thurman, who by 
his lofg and persistent fight for free coin- 
age in past years has made many enemies 
in. the party in this city. His name was 
mentioned in the convention and for the 
first time today there were hisses. 

A delegate moyed that any person hiss- 
ing the name of a democrat be es pelled 
from the hall, and it was quickly seconded. 
Chairman Warner said he hoped that it 
would not be necessary to put a motion of 
that kind. 

Bookwalter Don’t Go to Chicago. 

The only semblance to a victory that the 
gold men can claim in the convention is 
the defeat of John W. Bookwalter, for del- 
egate at large, to the Chicago convention. 
Governor Campbell, who, because of his 
opposition to free coinage, could not be 
indorsed by the convention, made a fight 
against Bookwalter. 

There Was no test vote in the convention 
that shows exactly the relative strength 
of the free coinage and the gold element. 
That on the adoption of the majority re- 
port of the resolutions committee came 
nearest to it—524 to 128—but there were 
many free silver delegates who opposed the 
report, because of the gag rule compelling 
all the delegates from Ohio to the Chicago 
convention to vote for free silver regard- 
less of district pledges. 

. Turn That Picture to the WalL 

A delegate, Reuben Turner, noticing 4 
picture of President Cleveland in the hall, 
among the decorations, moved to have it 
removed, referring to the president as the 
“Benedict Arnold” of the democratic party. 
He was hissed down and his motion was 
not seconded. 

The convention, while {t was decidedly 
opposed to the present democratic national 
administration, was in no mood to tolerate 
abuse of the president, and even the mild 
criticisms of Mr. Cleveland in the speech 
of Temporary Ohairman Taylor were not 
well received. 

The gold standard democrats blame Sen- 
ator Brice for their defeat in the convention 
today. They say he announced that he 
would lead the fight against free silver in 
the campaign, but did nothing, and after 
many of the primary elections had been 
held, announced that he had withdrawn 
from the fight. It was then too late for 
others to begin a winning fight, and the 
gold men generally let the matter go by de- 
fault. 

A Pronounced Free Coinage* Speech. 

Delay in reaching an agreement in the 
resolutions committee delayed the opening 
of the convention till 10:3v. ) 

Chairman M. A. Smalley, in calling the 
convention to order, made no speech, sim- 
ply reading the list of temporary officers se- 
lected by the state committee and introduc- 
ing the temporary chairman, W. A. Tay- 
lor, who made a pronounced free coinage 
Bpeech. 

The report of the committee on rules was 
called for and read by Allen Smalley, of 
Wyandotte, the chairman of the committee. 

Senator McMackin tried to have a clause 
of the report of the committee on rules, 
which required all resolutions to be sent to 
the ccmmittee on resolutions, stricken out, 
but the motion was defeated by an over- 
Whelming vote. 

The committee on permanent ofganiza- 


tion presented its report, which was adopt-: 


ed and a committee was sent to escort the 
chairman, General A. J. Warner, to the 
hall. 

Gold Men Not in It at All. 

The overwhelming vote by which the re- 
port of the committee on rules was adopted 
showed that any opposition from the gold 
delegates would be futile. The only thing 
they objected to was the rule sending all 
Fesolutions to the committee on resolutions, 
thus shutting off debate, practically, when 
the report of the resolutions committee 
Comes in 

In taking the chair as permanent chair- 
Man, General Warner made a short speech. 
His only criticism of the present national 
administration was that it had created 
€n enormous debt in time of peace. He 
Said he believed Major McKinley was hon- 
*st in his money theory, but he could no 
More bring prosperity to the nation that 
Way than he could lift himself by his boot 
straps,

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A REBUKE TO TWITCHELL. 


Patriotic Speech of Wallace Bruce at 
Yale College Yesterday. 

New Haven, Conn., June 24.—(Special.)— 
All Yale burst in a volley of tumultuous 
applause this afternoon at a speech of anti- 
sectional patriotism by Wallace Bruce, 
class of 1867, ex-American consul to Glas- 
g0w. Mr. Bruce was a loyal union man. 
His class contained a score of old federal 
soldiers, but his sentiments were univer- 
sally applauded as truly Yalensian. Apro- 
pos of the attack of Rev. Dr. Twitchell 
on the idea of the Yale seniors planting 
their class ivy from the grave of General 
Robert Lee’s grave, Wallace Bruce said:

LAURADA LANDED MEN.

On Captain Dickman’s Trial, Sailors 
Tell the Story. 


Philadelphia, June 24.—Captain Dickman, 
of thé steamer Laurada, who was recently 
arrested at the instance of Dr. Congosta, 
the Spanish consul in th's city, on the 
charge of engaging in a Cuban filibustering 


* expedition, was given a hearing this after- 


noon before United States Commissioner 
Bell. After several witnesses had been ex- 
amined, the hearing was continued until 
Friday, at noon, in order to give the gov- 
ernment time to secure additional testi- 
mony. 

Thomas J. Dunn, chief clerk and acting 
deputy collector of customs at the port 
of New York, swore that the records show 
the Laurada cleared from the port of New 
York on May 9th. He produced the ship 
manifest and a copy of her register, which 
were admitted in evidence. 

John Holmes, a sailor, swore that while 
the Laurada was at New York, Captain 
Morton, who had charge of the Commodore 
expedition, came on board. Others who 
came on board were Mr. Hart, Colonel Nu- 
nez and two othér men. Mr. Hart, he said, 
went on shore soon but the others accom- 
panied the ship to Montauk Point, at the 
eastern end of Long Island. 

Two tugs brought. two lighters alongside. 
One lighter carried about one hundred Cu- 
bans, and the other was loaded with war 
material and dynamite. At Montauk Point 
Captain Nunez left the Laurada with final 
instructions to Captain Morton to ‘get 
away as quickly as he could.”

BYNUM WASTED AN HOUR 


Trying To Secure the Attention of the 


Convention. 


WHEN HE UTTERED CLEVELAND'S NAME 


He Was Hissed Down by the Crowd 
and Finally Gave Up 
the Job. 


Indianapoils, Ind., June 24.—The demo- 
cratic state convention today has proved 
the largest and one of the most exciting 
the party has ever Held in this state. 
While it was well understood that the free 
silver people had an overwhelming ma- 
jority, the “‘sound money” men put up such 
a surprisingly solid front and conducted 
their struggle with such persistent energy 
and skill that they kept the silverites 
guessing all the time what the next move 


would be, 

A somewhat bitter feeling had been de- 
veloped by the struggle for supremacy in 
Marion county (Indianapolis) and by the 
fact that the gold men had succeeded by 
strategy in capturing the committee on 
organization and turning down J. G. 
Shanklin and B. F. Shively, whom the 
silver people had fixed upon far delegates 
at large, and recommending in their stead 
G. J. Menzies, a gold man, and Joseph Mc- 
Cabe, whose enthusiasm for silver is not 
very strong. 

There was no lack of crowd and when 
Chairman Holt, of the state committee, 
rapped for order the great hall was crowd- 
ed to the doors. It had been very simply 
but tastefully decorated with flags, bunt- 
ing and lithographs of Governor Matthews. 
No other democratic face appeared upon 
the walls and President Cleveland’s well- 
known likeness was as conspicuous by its 
absence from the decorations as was his 
mame by its absence from the platform. 
The decorations had been put up under the 
direction: of Tim Griffin, an appointee of 
Governor Matthews in the statehouse, and 
the platform was prepared by a committee 
with Matthews at the head. The weather 
was so hot and muggy that the great ma- 
jority of the delegates were in their shirt 
sleeves, and they did not grow cooler as 
the convention progressed. 

The convention first listened to prayer 
and submitted to being photographed. As 
soon as the roll call was finished the re- 
port of the organization committee came 
in. 

Must Mingle with Free Coinage Men. 


The report developed the fact that the 
silver people had made a new move to 
down the Marion county gold crowd by not 
recognizing the district meeting of the 
night before and requiring the seventh dis- 
trict to hold: another meeting with the 
silver contestants seated. 

The first trouble caused by the report 
was on the delegates at large. As soon as 
the report was read Judge Bryan, of Hunt- 
ington, moved ta substitute the name of J. 
G. Shanklin for that of Menzies. This was 
greeted with cheers. Mr. Bynum moved 
to table the motioh, but this was voted 
down by an overwhelming viva voce vote. 
Bynum demanded a roll call on the origi- 
nal motion and it started amid confusion, 
but was interrupted by Shanklin himself, 
who came forward to withdraw his name 
He was greeted with cries of ‘‘No, no!” 
and with the wildest delight when he 
branched off into a silver speech. His 
declaration that Menzies was the choice 
of (Matthews brought forth some hisses. 
He said: 

“I have had the honor to have my name 
considered by some of those here as- 
sembled as a delegate at 
national convention. I am here to Say to 
you, however, that no man’s interest 
should stand in the way of a pacific settle- 
ment of all Guestions at issue. I under- 
stand that it is the preference of the dis- 
tinguished governor of this state, whose 
name will be upon all Imdiana banners, 
that Major Menzies be chosen. (Great con- 
fusion and loud cries of ‘No, no!’) I also 
understand that Major Menzies agrees as 
a man of ‘hhonor to stand by the instruc- 
tions delivered by this convention, and 
with that understanding, believing, as 
I have stated, that. harmony in a con- 
vention is paramount, I beg to withdraw 
my name and beg those who have sup- 
ported me to support Major Menzies. 
(Loud cries of ‘No, no!) On the battle be- 
fore us there must be no differences among 
us. We must show our line of battle clear 
and direct either for or against the com- 
mon enemy. I have thought of but one 
thing;-I stand here for but one purpose; it 
is to see that our money shall be restored 
to its ancient place. (Loud and continued 
applause.) I am opposed to the modern 
idea of finance which finds its prophets in 
Lombard street, London, and Wall street, 


‘New York. They are false prophets and 


not the kind the democrats have followed 

in the past and will not follow in the fu- 

ture: My fellow citizens, I beg leave to 

ine yay my name from further consid- 
ation.’’ 


Seventh District Selections. 


At the close of his talk Mr. Shanklin was 
greeted with loud cries of ‘““No!” and the 
roll call proceeded through twelve coun- 
ties. It was going bravely against Menzies, 
when, at the suggestion of Shanklin, made 
through Judge Richardson, of Evansville, 
Chairman Holt cut it short by leading a 
viva voce vote on the petition and declared 
it carried, though the noes were in the 
majority. This carried with it the throw- 
ing out of the seventh district selections. 

The Marion county row was immediately 
precipitated upon the convention after the 
speech of the permanent chairman. 

Bellamy Sutton read the report of the 
credentials committee, This report un- 
seated Chairman Holt, of the state com- 
mittee, as a delegate and gave the silver 
men the best of it in this county. The 
fifth ward delegation split, giving each side 
three and a half. The gold men were 
seated in the sixth and the silver men were 
seated in the ninth, tenth, twelfth and 
fifteenth wards and were given an even 
split in the thirteenth. This made thirty- 
seven silver men and twelve gold men and 
gave the silver people control of the dele- 
gation. The report closed with a long reso- 
lution ordering the delegates of the seventh 
district, as made up by the credentials 
committee, to retire and present new selec- 
tions for delegates and committeemen.

Could Not Read the Minority Report. 


John W. Kern, of Marion, offered a mi- 
nority report, but the chair did not let him 
read it, though he was given leave to file it.

TO THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 


Lone Star Democrats Know What They 
Want—Ringing Resolutions 
Adopted. 


Austin, Tex., June 2.—The large silver 
democratic convention after some discus- 
sion this morning by Judge Reagan, on 
one side and Governor Hogg on the other, 
adopted Judge Reagan’s money plank 
into the platfornr, as follows: 

‘We favor the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver into standard money 
without discrimination against either and 
at a ratio of 16 to 1, independent of the 
action of any other nation, which stand- 
ard money shall be legal tender for all 
debts, public and private, and we further 
demand that the money of the country 
shall consist of gold and silver thus. coin- 
ed and of paper convertible into these 
coins on demand of holders, and in this 
connection we demand that the practice 
of the treasury départment of refusing to 
pay coin notes in silver the same as in 
gold shall be discontinued because the 
Same is an unwarranted use of power 
which results in making the federal treas- 
ury but a broker’s office for speculation 
in gold. 

“We demand that a law shall be enacted 
by the federal congress making gold and 
silver, coined at the ratio heretofore men- 
tioned, and the paper convertible into such 
coins at the demrand of the holderg of such 
notes, a legal tender for all debts private 
and public thereafter contracted without 
reference to any contract or agreement 
that a debt be paid in any particular kind 
of money, reserving alone the right to 
designate the kind of money in which the 
customs and dues may be paid.” 

The platform. opposes the cancellation 
and retirement of legal tender notes, and 
the issue of bonds in time of peace, It 
condemns excessive pensions and discrim- 
inations in granting them; favors a tariff 
for revenue only and.demands the submis- 
sion of a constitutional am'fendement to 
the states permitting the levy of ah in- 
come tax. 

There was a fight over a motion to elect 
eight instead of four delegates to Chi- 
cago, but it carried and the following were 
rlected} . Governor Culberson, John ‘ 
Reagan, Horace Chilton, John M. Duncan, 
Congressman Bailey, E. G. Sentor, W. E. 
Blake and ex-Governor Hogg. 

The Chicago delegation was. instructed 
to vote for Bland, if in their judgment, at 
Chicago he proves the most available free 
silver democrat. He: was declared to be 
the choice of the democracy of Texas. 

Thirteen presidential electors were nam- 
ed and the convention adjourned sine die.

Mr. Flower Manifests a Deep Interest 
in the Welfare of the 
South. 


Saratoga, N. Y., June 24.—The town as- 
sumed a convention aspect this morning. 
Flags were swung to the breeze and bunt- 
ing hung from store fronts and hotel piaz- 
zas, giving Broadway a gala appearance. 

Large ascessions to the crowd of demo- 
crats came in on the morning trains. There 
Was a noticeable lack of noise and excite- 
ment. Ex-Secretary Whitney, Senator Hill 
and ex-Governor Flower have each declared 
that the situation is not so bad as has been 
painted. They express confidence of a vic- 
tory for sound money at Chicago, and de- 
clare their belief that a financial plank can 
be worded so that it will hold the gold 
standard democrats of the east’ and all 
western démocrats who favor. bimetallism. 
The free silver deflection, they claim, will 
be no greater than the republican party 
has suffered. 

Delegates from the various congressional 
districts got together late this forenoon and 
elected district delegates and alternates to 
go to Chicago. 

At 12 o’elock the convention had only a 
sprinkling of people in the spectators’ seats 
and not a dozen delegates’ seats were occu- 
pied. Shortly after 12 o’clock delegates filed 
in and took their places. The band struck 
up at 12:08 and a moment later there was 
a hearty hand-clapping as Senator Hill ap- 
peared and took a seat. At 12:10 Mr. Whit- 
ney orrived and was vigorously applauded; 
ex-Governor Flower received the next dem- 
onstration., 

Chairman Hinckley called the convention 
to order at 12:30 o’clock. He presented the 
name of John B. Thacher, mayor of Al- 
bany, for temporary chairman. Mr. Thach- 
er was elected without opposition, At 12:47 
Chairman Thacher finished his speech and 
Secretary De Freest called the roll. The 
names of Whitney, Hill, Flower, Stanch- 
field and other prominent delegates were 
greeted with applause.

The United States 
notes and treasury notes, being in fact 
debts of the government, should be grad. 
ually paid off, retired and cancelled. This 
should and must be done in such a manner 
as to cause no contraction of the circula- 
ting money of the country. So long as 
such paper currency exists, however, it 


should be redeemable at all times upon 
demand, in the standard money of the 


country.

In replying he did not refer to Duncan's 
questions about an agreement with Rhind 
to divide or as to lending ‘the sinking fund 
money. As to Duncan’s criticism in state 
matters the governor seemed to come out 
on top.

CAPT. TRAVIS 
MAY RESIGN 


Chief Engineer of the Water Depart- 
ment May Leave Atlanta. 


HAS AN OFFER IN NEW MEXICO 


For Eleven Years He Has Been with 


the Water Department. 


WATER BOARD MAY KEEP HIM HERE 


Captain Travis Has Been Instrumen- 
tal in the Upbuilding of the 
Water System. 


Captain Travis, chief engineer of the 
Atlanta waterworks department, may leave 


Atlanta. 

He has been offered a splendid and lucra- 
tive position in New Mexico. He has not 
yet decided aefinitely to accept the place, 
but has the matter under advisement, 

Captain Travis has been connected wita 
the waterworks department for about 
eleven years and he is thoroughly identi- 
fied with the system. By reason of his 
great work for the city in connectién with 
the establishment of the present efficient 
department ‘his departure at this time 
would be looked upon with regret by 
many. 

Captain Travis has communicated the 
fact of the receipt of the offer to the 
water board and the matter is under con- 
sideration by the board. it may be that 
the popular chief engineer will be pur- 
suaded to remain in Atlanta. Efforts of 
that kind will certainly be made by his 
friends. 

At the last meeting of the water board 
@ secret session was held and reporters 
were excluded from the room, The mem- 
bers were reticent when asked a‘terwards 
about the session, declining to divulge the 
nature of the meeting. It is now be- 
lieved that the board received notice from 
Captain Travis of his offer and that a 
committee was appointed to take the mat- 
ter under consideration. Just what has 
been done is not known, the members of 
the board and officials on the inside de- 
clining to discuss the affairs of the de- 


partment. 


Captain Travis asked about the 
rumor-yestcrday and he admitted that it 
was true that had an offer to go to 
New Mexico. Hie was averse to talking 
about the matter, stating that it was in 
the hands of Superintendent Woodward, 
of the waterworks department, with whom 
he communicated when the offer ‘vas 
received, about two weeks ago. 

“Yes, I have received an offer to go to 
New Mexico, but have not yet made up 
my mind about the matter. I have been 
offeaed a good position at a larger salary 
than my present salary ani I may ac- 
cept it. The matter is in the hands of 
the water board, I presume, as I talked 
with Mr. Woodward about it some time 
azo. 

“Of course, I would dislike to leave At- 
lanta after having resided and labored 
here so long. I love the city and have 
always taken a special pride in doing what 
little I could to encourage its advance- 
ment. I have watched the city grow 
from imfancy, and it would. be painful 
for me to take leave of friends and as- 
sociates here. My New Mexico offer is 
from an immense concern, interested in 
the irrigution business in that territory, 
and it is one of imducement over my 
present place. Of course there are many 
things to be considered before accepting 
the place, but frcm a financial point of 
view the change would be better for me.” 

Captain Travis was greatly instrumental 
in the construction of Atlanta’s new water- 
works system and much of the credit of 
the efficient service at present is due to 
him. He accepted a position with the 
waterworks department mearly a dozen 
years ago and has been closely identuitied 
with the system since that time. Prior 
to that time he was with the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, amd came in the 
city’s service highly recommended. 

It is certain that the water board will 
mot allow Captain Travis to resign if an 
agreement can be reached. He is paid 
$1,300 per year at present. The salary was 
formerly $2,000, but was reduced some 
time ago. It is said that the New Mexico 
offer is for something like $2,500 and ex- 
penses. The news that Atlanta may lose 
'its chief emgireer cf the water depart- 
ment will be in the nature of a surprise, 
as the position is considered to be one of 
the most important in ‘connection with 
the eity departments.

In the first it whs set forth that Mrs. No- 


bles was insane, and this statement was 
accompanied by affidavits from E. H, Fitz- 


patrick and S. E. Jones, both citizens of 
Twiggs county. The petition further show- 
ed that the supreme court had decided that 
a lunacy trial held before an ordinary was 
nothing more than a mere inquisition from 
which there is no appeal, and prayed the 
court to allow Mrs. Nobles a lunacy trial 
by jury before sentence was pronounced 
upon her. 

This motion Judge Smith overruled and 
Mrs. Nobles was resentenced. 

The second petition was virtually the same 
as the first, being accompanied by the 
same affidavits, and was made after sen- 
tence had been passed. In it a motion was 
made to grant Mrs. Nobles a lunacy trial 
by jury. This motion Judge Smith said he 
would consider and would give his decision 
in a few days. 

Mrs. J. A. Thomas, of Macon, who is 
president of the Georgia division of the 
King’s Daughters and who has been in At- 
lanta for the past few days, was seen yes- 
terday morning in reference to the case. 

“Yes,"” she- said, “I often visited Mrs. 
Nobles while she was in Bibb county jail, 
sometimes as often as twice in one week. 
As you know I am a member of the King’s 
Daughters Society, and a part of the work 
assigned to me is visiting the prisoners in 
the jail. 

“No, I would hardly consider Mrs, Nobles 
insane, but her mind is certainly, to some 
extent, diseased; for instance, I have visit- 
ed her in the middle of the week, and then 
when J called on her Saturday 1 would have 
to tell her my name, 

“She is the most ignorant old woman I 
have ever seen. Why, when she first came 
to the jail she actually did not know the 
Lord’s prayer and said she had not been in- 
Side of a church in thirty. years. 

“Yes, it is true that she acknowledges 
that in a moment of passion she offered 
$10 to anyone who would kill her husband, 
and that she did give the negro who com- 
mitted the murder that amount. But when 
t g0 home tomorrow I shal] certainly see 
the governor and make an appeal to him 
in behalf of the aged woman, who I be- 
lieve did not actually know the enormity 
of the crime she was committing.’’

This is rot the first time that Wilkerson 
has been arrested and locked up on the 
charge of horse stealing.

As soon as Wilkerson was released he 
went straight to the home of Captain Cox, 
on the Howell mill road, and asked his old 
employer for a job. 

Captain Cox at first refused to grant 
his request, but afterwards changed 
his mind and put the man to work on his 
farm. 

Wilkerson worked faithfully for three 
weeks. It was his duty to attend to the 
horses and stables. Last Wednesday night 
he decided to take unto himself the captain's 
fine buggy horse, consequently about 8 
o'clock the entered the stable and rode off.

TAX BOOKS TO CLOSE 


No Returns Can Be Made After Next 
Wednesday. 


COMMISSIONERS TAKE ACTION 


They Say Taxpayers Who Are Dehin- 
quent Will Hereafter Be Dou- 
bled Taxed. 


The tax payers of the county have but 
six more days in which they can return 
their property. 

The. books will positively close on next 
Wednesday and those whose names do not 
appear on the return Ist will be put down 


for double .taxes, and the county com- 
missioners will see that this rule is carried 
out to the letter. 

In former years it has been the custom 
of Tax Receiver Armistead to allow tax 
payers to nrake returns after the time the 
books closed, and many have taken ad- 
vantage of this courtesy, and if they 
had not returned their property they would 
call at the office at almost any time and 
the matter would be arranged. 

A few days ago the finance committee 
of the county commissioners held a meet- 
ing and a resolution was passed requiring 
Mr. Armistead to close his books prompt- 
ly on the first day of July, and to make a 
report of all delinquents. Those who have 
not returned their property by that time 
will be double taxed for the year, and 
there will be none of them excused from 
the paynrent. 

“The tax payers of Fulton county,” said 
Commissioner Forrest Adair yesterday, 
“have grown careless about the matter 
and seem to think they can return their 
taxes at any time of the year. Now there 
is a day for the books to open and a day 
for them to close. In the past we have 
allowed the books to remain open longer 
than the law says, and the law has con- 
sequently become a dead letter. 

“A few days ago we looked ~ 2 the re- 
saw to our utter amazement 
that the returns this year are several 
thousand short of those of last year. 
This is all on the account of the custom 
of allowing the books to remain open after 
they should be closed. 

‘We have instructed Tax Receiver 
Armistead to close his books next Wednes- 
day, and those who have been taking their 
own time about making returns will find 
they will be double taxed if their names do 
not appear on the lists when the books 
are closed.” 

Mr. Armistead was not 
yesterday, but the commissioners had 
previousiy notified him that all returns 
must be made by Wednesday, and he will 
carry the instructions out. 

About half of the taxable property has 
been returned and the next few, days will 
be busy ones in the tax office. Many 
thousand returns are as yet unfiled, and 
the tax payers will now hurry to the of- 
oe get in on the list before the books 
close.

No Designs Allowed. 


From The Kansas City Telegram. 

A few days ago Swift & Co.‘received five 
medals and seven diplomas, covering 
twenty-nine of their products, which se- 
cured high awards at the world’s fair, 
three years ago.

electrotype for the cut after they had ft. 

The safest plan seems to be to lock the 
electros up, for the man who stole the 
cuts_and used them would get ten years’ 
imprisonment, and so would a photogra- 
pher if he photographed them, or an en- 
graver if he engraved them.

AN ORDER IN COURT. 


Interesting Discussion in the City Court 
In Regard to Magistrates. 


WHAT IS THEIR AUTHORITY? 


Justice Foute Released a Prisoner 
from Jail and the Court Questions 
His Authority. , 


An order signed by Justice of the Peace 
Foute releasing a negro woman from the 
jail was aiscussed in the criminal city 
court yesterday morning, and Judge Fouté 
was asked td explain before the court 
why the order was _ issued. 

The onvinions of Judge Foute, Judge 
Berry and Solicitor O’Neill do not agree 
on the jurisdiction of justice courts, and 
their ideas are at variance. 

Justice Foute says he has the right 
under his office to settle cases when it is 
the desire of the parties at issue. 

Judge Berry thinks the justice court has 
no right or authority to settle a case after 
the defendant has been bound over. 

Solicitor O’Neill does not believe the 
justice court has any right at any time 
after a warrant is taken out to make a 
settlement. And it was this difference 
of opinion that caused a lengthy discus- 
sion in the courtroom yesterday. Sev- 
eral days ago a negro woman named Mary 
Williams. swore out a crinfinal warrant 
in the justice court of Judge Forte, charg- 
ing Ellen Johnson with assault and bat- 
tery. 

The case was heard before Judge Foute, 
and upon the evidence the Johnson woman 
was bound over in the sum of $200, but 
being unable to give bond in this amount, 
the woman was remanded to jail. 

The next day the parties at sult ar- 
ranged for a settlement, and the prosecu- 
tion decided to withdraw the warrant 
if the yvohnson woman would pay her $10. 
It is said the $10 Was paid, an at- 
torney representing the prosecution, but 
that he pocketed the money and never de- 
livered it. 

The warrant was then dismissed, it is 
said, by Judge Foute, and he ordered the 
Johnson woman released from jail. The 
jailer refused to do so, and Judge Foute 
is said to have written an order to the 
jailer authorizing him to turn the woman 
loose. The order was obeyed and Ellen 
Johnson was given her liberty on the 
strength of the order of Judge Foute. 

Since her release the prosecution has 
taken out an accusation against her, and 
this was heard yesterday before Judge 
Berry, and the history of the case was 
shown. Judge Berry took the position 
that Judge Foute had made a mistake 
in ordering the release of the woman af- 
ter she had been bound over to a higher 
court. Solicitor O’Neill did not think the 
magistrate had any authority to dismiss 
the warrant at qll, and Judge Foute was 
sent for. 

Judge Foute stated that he believed he 
did have the authority to do as he had 
done, He said it was no unusual circum- 
stance to effect a settlement in the justice 
court, and that it was almost an every day 
occurrence. 

“Here is the sitpation,” said Judge 
Foute. “Suppose two people have a dif- 
ficulty. In the heat of passion one swears 
out a warrant against the other. The case 
is heard and the defendant is bound over. 
The next day they renew their former 
friendship and the warrant is asked to 
be withdrawn. I do not think it is right 
that the defendant be held in jail for his 
appearance to a higher court, when there 
is and will be no prosecution.,”’ 

As a result of the hearing of the case, 
it is probable that the law governing the 
jurisdiction of a .justice court will be in- 
vestigated.

About the New Presidént. 

Captain Lyman Hall, who for the past 
six months has been president of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology and who was yes- 
terday re-elected to that important office, 
is a Georgian by birth, having been born in 
Augusta. 

He received one of the finest efucations 
that it is possible for a man to receive in 
the United States. It was received from 
the military academy at West Point, to 
which place he was appointed by General 
Phil Cook in 1877. He graduated in 1881 
with’ honors and in that same year was giv- 
en the office of commandant in Professor 
Neel’s Military academy, now the Georgia 
Military institute. 

In 1883 he was made professor of drawing 
and assistant professor of mathematics 
at the South Carolina Military academy, 
situated in Charleston. He returned to the 
Georgia Military institute in 1886, where 
for two years he filled the important offices 
of professor of mathematics and command- 
ant. 

When the Georgia School of Technology 
was opened he was chosen as professor of 
mathematics. When he accepted this posi- 
tion the University of Tennessee offered him 
a fine position and a much larger salary, 
but this he refused, preferring to stay in 
his native state. He is recognized through- 
out this country as one of the finest math- 
ematicians to be found and has written 
several textbooks, all of which have mét 
with success. 

As president of the Tech he has won for 
himself new laurels. He carried the school 
through the most Successful year that it 
has ever known, and by hs hard work and 
indefatigable energy he has won for him- 
self the honor of being one of the best edu- 
cators in this country. 

Under his guiding hand the Tech has 
flourished as it was never known to flourish 
before, all of which is due to his work. 
Next year the school will no doubt uate

GREAT FACTOR IN EDUCATION 


Something of Its History and Present 
Condition. 


HOW IT HAS GROWN AND PROSPERED 


The New Building—The Elegance of 
Its Appointments—Who Com- 
pose the Faculty. 


The magnificent new building of the 
Georgia Female seminary at Gainesville, 
a cut of which is here shown, is rapidly 
going up and will be completed ready for 
the opening in September. The building 
was designed by Mr. G. W. Foote, uf At- 
lanta, and does*him and Atlanta credit. 

The seminary has become such a factor 
in the educati®nal world that it will in- 
terest the public to know something of 
its history, and of its present condition. 
It began its existence in 1878, with Dr. 
A. W. Wilkes as its first president. In a 
magnificent oak grove ten acres were 
purchased and set apart and the first 
building, a square-cornered brick struc- 
ture about 70x40 feet, was erected. Some 
little wooden cottages were erected about 
in the grove, where some of the girls 
lived and did their own housekeeping and 
cooking on the co-operative plan. Dr. 
Wilkes lived up on Green Street, in a 
large house, burned a year or two ago, 
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ine of the school, until during the past 
session about 115 girls from a half dozen 
Or more states have quaffed fron?’ the 
*Pierian spring’’ within the seminary 
wallx The large three-story structure 
erected in 1893 has been taxed to furnish 
accommodations for the large increase in 
patronage. 

Realizing the necessity for still more and 
still better accommodations the manage- 
ment assisted to the amount of nearly 
$10,000 by the generosity of the people of 
Gainesville, have begun the erection of 
another 

New Building 

which, in point of architecture, design and 


elegance of its appointments, will be equal 
if not superior, to any similar building in 
the south, In fact, it is doubtful if there 
is a similar building in the south. It con- 
sists of a handsome auditorium with a 
Seating capacity of 1,200, arranged after 
the most approved opera house plan. The 
entrance to the loggia is supported by 
five marble columns; the loggia is marble 
tiled, and the walls largely of martbie. 
Marble blocks for this purpose wgre fur- 
nished by friends throughout this and 
other states, and the mames of the donors 
are to be engraved on the blocks. Besides 
the auditorium this building contains 
thirty-five practice rooms and rooms for 
music teachers and art rooms. 

Over the stage we find the 

Gymnasium, 
a large room, fitted with modern ao- 
pliances, and to be presided over by a 
teacher competent to instruct in their 
uses. Passing down a flight of Sstairs 
from the gyinnasium we find ourselves in 
the 
Large Natatorium. 

This is a pool about four feet deep and 
4)x25 in size. It is surrounded by con- 
ven ent. dressing rooms and shower baths. 
The water, as well as the room, will be 
heated in winter by means of staam pipes. 
This room will also be in charge of a 
teacher, who will see that no excess or 
imprudemce will be ihdulged in. Adjoin- 
ing the natatorium is a splendid bowling 
alley. 

The front of this building presents a very 
handsome appearance. It ig of red brick,

and boarded some of the girls there. Many 
were the hindrances of the budding insti- 
tution, and sometimes it seemed as if the 
frosts of adversity would nip it in the 
bud.

In 1886 Dr. Wilkes died and it seemed that 
the final blow had fallen and that the in- 
stitution was doomed. But such proved 
not to be the case. Professor A. W. Van 
Hoose, then teaching in the old Gainesville 
college, which has since become the public 
school of Gainesville, agreed with the 
trustees to take upon himself the burdens 
of the school and to devote the energies 
of his young manhood to the development 
of its interests. 

A New Era, 

This period marked a new era in the 
history of the institution, From this. time 
the institution grew and prospered. With 
the increase of patronage came additions 
to the building. In a few years the old 
building was improved and increased in 
size, and turned into a boarding depart- 
ment for the girls, and a new building 
with a large chapel on the first floor, and 
recitation rooms on the second and third 
fioors, was erected. In 1892 the boarders 


had increased to over fifty, until the then , 


accommodations were crowded, and Pro- 
fessor Van Hoose was confronted with 
the necessity of more and still better build- 
ings. Seeing in The Constitution about 
that time an account of the proposed erec- 
tion of a Jarge college building in Colum- 
bus, Ga., by Professor H. J. Pearce, then 
president of the Columbus college for 
young ladies, he wrote to Professor Pearce, 
setting forth the advantages of Gainesville 
as a location for a great institution and 
inviting him to come to Gainesville and 
join forces for the purpose of building the 
greatest school for girls in the south. After 
several visits to Gainesville and seeing 
the advantages which Gainesville possessed 
as a location for a great school, Professor 
Pearce decided to give up his plans in 
Columbus and cast his lot with the sem- 
inary at Gainesville. | 

. Subsequent events have proved the wis- 


‘dom of his choice. Every year has shown.

HOMES OF MR. DAYIS 


Where the Distinguished Southerner 
Resided in Washington City. 


DURING HIS POLITICAL LIFE 


Interest in the Great Statesman Re- 
vived by the Approaching Cere- 
monies at Richmond. 


From The Washington Post. 

In view of the fact that the first reunion 
of the confederate army takes place this 
month at Richmond, and that steps will 
then be taken toward erecting in that city 
@ monument to Jefferson Davis, who was 
for several years president of the confed- 
eracy, the landmarks about town which are 
intimately connected with his history are 
now of unusual interest. The houses in 
which he made his home during the stir- 
ring days of the past are still standing, 
and many of them are just as they were 
in the time when the country was about to 
plunge into the horrors of the civil war. 

Davis’s first visit to Washington, after 
he had resigned from the army, was in 
1838, and he was then in poor health, in- 
duced by a long spell of fever and the death 
of his young wife. He stopped at a board- 
ing house about a*hundred yards northeast 
of the present senate chamber, and had for 
companions many of the prominent men of 
the day. It was on this visit that Mr. 
Davis, while in company of Senator Allen, 
of Ohio, fell into the Tiber, accidentally, 
and cut his face severely. The Tiber was 
@ small stream, and Washington then had 
not become the beautiful city of today, in 
which are obliterated the sights and sounds 
of rural life. 

After his second marriage and his elec- 
tion to congress, Mr. Davis took up his 
residence at the National hotel, which 
stands on the corner of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and Sixth street. Here he and his 
wife met the most prominent people of the 
day, among them being the beautiful and 
famous Mrs. Myra Clarke Gaines, Mrs. 
James Gordon Bennett, and the lovely 

. Miss Woodbury, afterwards Mrs. Mont- 
gomery Blair. Bodisco was then the Rus- 
Sian minister, and had just married the 
pretty Georgetown girl, whose great grand- 
daughter, Olga Bodisco, was a few days 
ago one of the maids at the coronation of 
the czar. Mr. Lincoln was then a member 
oi. congress and Mr. Buchanan the secre- 
tary of state. 


Rooms Adjoining the National Hotel. 

After ten days at the National hotel Mr. 
Davis and his second wife took rooms in 
& near by house on the avenue, going with 
friends into what they termed a “‘congress- 
sional mess,” a large number of members 
taking a house and forming congenial com- 
pany of the same political faith. It was 
while in town during this period that the 
first telegraphic message was sent, it be- 
ing at first regarded as a trick. 

In 1845 what was known as the “National 
exhibition” was given in a long, rough 
room, occupying two squares on C street 
in the neighborhood of ‘the city hall. While 
@t this exhibition with her husband, Mrs. 
Davis made her first acquaintance with 
the sewing machine of that day, a crude 
affair, which was looked upon with con- 
tempt by all good and conservative house- 
wives. The Davis family at this time lived 
in very simple style, keeping no carriage, 
and, as the town was so widely scattered, 
Mrs. Davis made but few social calls on her 
friends. 

Some years now elapsed before D ‘ 
again visited Washington, and on his fest 
in 1847 it was as senator from Mississippi.

tional hotel, crossing a small bridge to get 
into the hotel dining room. Mr. and Mrs. 
Toombs, of Georgia, were also stopping 
at the same place and sharing the same 
table with the Davis family. 

In 1853 Mr. Davis was called to the po- 
sition of secretary of war by president 
Pierce, and, on returning to Washington, 
he installed his family in a house on Thir- 
teenth street. The old war department 
then stood on the ground now occupied by 
the large building recently erected, and 
was an unattractive house of red brick. 


Construction of the Aqueduct. 

It was during the term of office of Mr. 
Davis that a fine stone aqueduct was built 
to Cabin John Bridge, this being one of 
the most remarkable feats of engineering 
in the world, as the stone span is the long- 
est in existence. It was capable of deliver- 
ing 70,000,000 gallons of water at an elevation 
of fourteen feet above the capitol floor. 

When the work was finished, the name 
of Davis was inscribed on one of the huge 
stones, but after the secession of the south 
the name was obliterated by order of some 
prominent official in Washington, The 
wings of the capitol were also added about 
this time, and when the artist frescoed the 
room of the senate committee on agricult- 
ure he took as his models for figures the 
forms of the two Davis children, little 
Margaret Davis, who was but a few years 
old, appearing in the painting as a tiny god- 
dess of plenty, &md the boy as one of the 
gods. These figures can be seen today in 
the committee room at the capitol. 

Mr. Davis, while secretary of war, lived 
in the Thirteenth street house for several 
years, and it was here that the only child 
of the family, a boy of two years, died. 
The rest of the cabinet of the president 
aso lived in this immediate neizhborhood. 
In a short while, however, the Davis fami- 
ly moved into a house on the corner of F 
and Fourteenth streets. 

This house stands today in the center of 
the busy part of the town, and so somber 
and plain is it in its outward appearance 
that few of those passing by would ever 
notice the mansiun. ‘The house had twenty- 
three rooms in it, and was at that time one 
of ‘the most elegant and spacious mansions 
of the capitol. Society then was not up to 
the present fashionable standards, but hos- 
pitality was the order of the day, though 
little floral decorating was done and the 
luxuries of the end of the century were al- 
together unknown. Yet Washington was 


full of famous people, conspicuous among | 
whom was Charlies Sumner, whose hand- } 


some form and brilliant mind made him 
much sought. 
Pierce’s Fight with the Storm. 

President and Mrs. Pierce visited fre- 
quently at this house, and here it was that 
the second son of Mr. Davis was born, just 
before the close of the administration. It 
was during this winter that the famous 
snow, which drifted to the height of six 
feet, occurred and hearing that Mrs. Davis 
was confined to her room with a dangerous 
illness, Mr. Pierce fought his way through 
the storm to ask how she was, saying that 
he would not trust his servants. 

Another house which has been occupied 
by the Davis family is the pretty little 
country place, known as Cliffburn, which 
is just out in the suburbs on the line of 
the electric road to Chevy Chase. Iiere 
it was that the Secretary spent the sum- 
mer for one season. It is also said that 
the old war record building was once occu- 
pied by Mr. Davis, but no note of that fact 
is found in any book written by Mrs. Davis, 
while the other homes are all mentioned. 
Hence it is likely that the house on F 
Street is the one which Davis occupied 
when he resigned from the senate in 1861.

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AT IS WORSE THAN DEATH?P 


Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher and Robert 

Ingersoll Reply to This Question. 
From The New York Journal. 

What is worse than death? 

Is death the most horrible and instinctive- 
ly dreaded of human calamities? 

Before I consulted with a half doezn or so 
of New York’s eminent people I considered 
the giving up of this life the most undesira- 
ble thing on earth, and now, really, I think 
so still, 

Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll was the first 
person to whom I put the query: ‘“‘What is 
worse than death?’ 

I had to wait a long time down at his 
law office at 40 Wall street, but he came at 
length. He looked at me, and I looked at 
him. “What do you think worse than 
death?” said I. 

“Oh, a great many things,’’ he answered. 
“Wait and I’ll,write them down.” 

After he had finished he handed me the 
paper and I read: ‘“‘What is worse than 
death? To be dishonored. To be worthless. 
To feel that you are a failure. To be in- 
sane. To be constantly afraid of the fu- 
ture. To lose the ones you luve.’’ 

‘Does that suit you?” he asked. 

“Certainly, if you mean what you have 
written. You know there is still hope so 
long as there is life—’’ 

“And when death comes there is no hope 
at all?’’ he inquired. 

“Well, certainly one cannot go on with 
the hopes and aspirations of this world 
after death. Don’t you think this a beau- 
tiful world?” I inquired. 

“TI certainly do, yes. I should hate to 
die,”” he said, frankly. “It is better to live 
and be happy—and every one is bound to be 
happy in this world. No one can be truly 
miserable for any great length of time, 
Life is the sweetest thing on earth, after 
all. It is sweeter than most people realize, 
and death—oh, we’re an awful long time 
dead!’’ 

rMs. Henry Ward Beecher was the next 
person I called upon. 

‘Death to me,” she said, “‘would be a 
blessing. I am waiting for the ‘Lord to call 
me home, for I am prepared to go. I have 
nothing to live for now, for I am of no 
earthly use.” 

‘Don’t say that,’”’ I interrupted, but she 
did not heed me, and went on as if talking 
to herself. 

- “My dear husband and nearly afl iny chil- 
dren have gone before me, and I want to 
join them. I am an old, old lady. I have 
lived my life, and now I await death ea- 
gerly.”’ She folded her hands and was si- 
lent. Then, as if recalling my presence, she 
added: 

“When you become old like me you will 
then welcome death as I do as a sweet 
haven of rest. Blindness to me is the 
worst thing that can befall a human being.

Ah, my dear, blindness is dreadful.’”’ And 
she covered her almost sightless eyes with 
one faded hand.

Then she laughed. ‘“‘Why, I have never 
thought about it at all, but certainly there 
are countless things worse than to die.’”’ 

I was surprised. I had thought this queen 
of the stage would consider death the most 
to be dreaded of all things. 

“Why,” I gasped in surprise, ‘‘yau surely 
don’t want to die?” 

“Oh, no, I don’t want to die, exactly. Life 
isn’t thrown up very easily. Just as I am 
now, I could live forever. I’m not perfect- 
ly satisfied, but life is a pleasure. I would 
rather die a thousand times than be poor.”’ 

“Or be the homeliest person in the world,” 
I added, 

‘*Yes,’’ she laughed, “or be the homeliest 
person in the world.” 

“Then, according to your theory, an ex- 
tremely homely pefson or one devoid of 
wealth is to be pitied beyond all else?’”’ 

“Oh, I dgn’t know’anything about poor 
people or ugly ones. Though I dare say 
they do manage to have good times, as such 
things go with them. But they don’t 
know what real life is. I should prefer to 
die rather than descend to poverty.”’ 

“Are you sure?” 

“Yes, I am very sure, Of course, I am 
sure,”’ she added, half to herself. 

Then I went to Mrs. E, M. Whittemore’s 
home, at 728 Park avenue, and when I put 
the question to her she laughed outright. 

“Why, what a question. I don’t consider 
death terrible at all. There are lots and 
lots of things worse. What? Why, not to 
be prepared to die is a thousand times 
worse. Death itself is very sweet, if only 
one is sure of heaven. Do you think any- 
one would prefer this earth tu heaven? You 
don’t fear death, do you, my child,.”’ 

“Well, I don’t want to die. Do you?’ I 
asked, 

‘Why, my dear, yes. I am ready and 
willing to go at the Lord’s command. I 
shall, welcome death,” 

“But why?’ I asked in surprise. ‘Surely 
you are not unhappy?- Life is very pleasant 
to you, is it not?” 

“When you have seen all the dreadful 
sorrow, sin and suffering I have witnessed,”’ 
she answered, “then you will be only too 
glad to get away from it all and rest in a 
life of perfect peace, purity and, happiness, 
If I were not sure of everlasting life, I 
should fear death. Everyone should feel 
that way. They should ever be looking be- 
yond and be ready to hail death as sweet 
when it comes.” 

“And then you think to those who are 
not sure of heaven..death is the most 
dreadful thing that could happen?”

We suggest that the constru2‘ion of ite 
roof of the building in wai':a tne prison- 
ers are confined is not such as ft? j,-rosect 
them from rain and snow ind cold in win- 
ter and heat in summer.” ‘Lhe }.e:1s are fre- 
quently wet by rain and anow . driven 
through the ventilators by the winds. The 
roof should be extended so as to prevent 
this, and if ceiled would be warmer in win: 
ter and cooler in summer. Wire s! ou:d ve 
placed over the yentilators to keep out the 
birds and to prevent their droppings from 
falling into and on the beds of the pr'son- 
ers as is the case now. N>» paper is fur- 
nished for necessary purposes; filth and un- 
cleanliness is the result. We cannot too se- 
verely condemn this lack of consideration. 

We are informed that religious services 
are held every Sunday at 3 o'clock p. m., 
by Rev. E. L. Vaughn, with full atten- 
dance and a careful attention, and that he 
has baptized nine conyicts. There are 
four Sunday schools officered by convicts, 
with superintendents, secretaries and 
teachers, supplied with maps, Sunday 
school papers, etc. Rev. Vaughn says that 
he has met with unifornr and courteous 
treatment from those in charge of the 
camp during his three years’ service and 
that he knows of no cruel or unjust peo- 
ple. We cheerfully recommend Mr. Vaughn 
for his faithful work. dn an average of 
203 prisoners per month we find there were 
eleven deaths during the past twelve 
months, only two of which sickness orig- 
inated :at this camp, the remaining nine 
having been sent here in an incurable con- 
dition from other camps. This much is 
said in justice to the physician in charge. 

We found three patients in the hospital 
at the time of our first visit, and several 
on the second, mostly fronr dysentery. 
The hospital was remarkably clean and 
well suited for the purpose. We’ cheer- 
fully recommend the company and Dr. 
Green, the capable physician in charge, 
for the condition of things we found in 
the hospital. 

There were 232 convicts, of strong and 
healthy appearance confined in this camp 
on May 28th, and at the time of our sewmnd 
visit 241. They all expressed themselves 
as being satisfied with the treatment of 
Mr. Casey, the superintendent. 

The food is changed by the direction of 
the physician; and consisted of corn 
bread, peas &nd bacon for dinner, the day 
of our first visit. They have flour, grits 
and beef once a week, and vegetables in 
season. We have examined the books 
carefully, and the record of changes of 
food, and taken as a whole with the 
changes we suggested, We approve the 
condition of the camp. 


Almshouse. 


Concering the almshouse; our report 
will not differ from that of other grand 
juries in that we found this institution 
in most excellent condition. Cleanliness 
and good order prevail without, while 
within the same condition exists with con- 
tentmrent added. 

We found the inmates all comfortably 
provided for, gvod airy rooms well Kept. 
The table supplied with an abundance of 
substantial, well prepared and wholesome 
food. 

The attention paid the sanitary condition 
is to be commended, that the effect upon 
the health of the inmates is evidenced by 
the fact that according to the superin- 
tendent’s report not a single case of fever 
had developed in this institution within 
the past ten years. 

From the superintendent’s annual re- 
port we learn that they were in the alms- 
house, December 25, 1894, eighty-five in- 
mates; admitted during the year, thirty- 
three: dicharged during the same period, 
sixty-nine, leaving remaining, Decemrber 
25th, fifty-nine. His monthly report, May 
29, 1896, gives the same number at that 
date. 

The recommendation of former grand 
juries concerning the relative position of 
the two wings of the building, the one 
containing the males and the other the 
females, should be heated by the county 
commissioners. 

As they now stand they face each other' 
(being about forty feet apart), exposing to 
full view the movements: of either ward. 
We believe this could be easily remedied 
by changing the entrance of one of these 
wards to the opposite side and with com- 
paratively little expense. 


The Farm and Truck Garden. 


Fifty acres of the 200 owned by the 
county is now under cultivation. The work 
of cultivating this body of ground, as well 
as the work on other portions of the farm, 
is performed by the women convicts sen- 
tenced from this county. 

There are at present eighteen women, all 
colored, stationed there under the super- 
vision of the superintendent and over- 
seer. The crops were in good condition 
considering the long drought we have had 
and give pfomise of a rich harvest. 

The farm produces all vegetables, hay 
and fodder used by the institution, and also 
furnished 3,000 pounds of meat last year. 

We visited the quarters set apart for the 
women convicts, and found them in as good 
condition as the present system of caring 
for such prisoners would permit. 


The Imbecile Asylum. 


Here we found fourteen inmates, three 
males and eleven females, ranging in age 
from five to seventy-five years, under 
the care of a matron and an assistant. 
The same neatness and good order was 
noticeable here, but the convenience and 
adaptability of the building was wanting. 
Then again the remoteness from the alms- 
house and the superintendent’s headquar- 
ters is decidedly objectionable. 

If the imeciles are to be continued in 
the care of the county, we recommend that 
the county commissioners cause to_ be 
erected a suitable modern and up to date 
building near the almshouse, where they 
could be more economically and better 
provided for. In this connection we desire 
to state that we believe it to be a mistaken 
policy which forces each county of the 
state to care for this class of unfortunates. 

We maintain the state should provide at 
Milledgeville for harmless imebciles, where 
they would come under the general super- 
vision of the superintendent of the insane 
asylum, where they could be provided for 
more satisfactorily, humanely and at a 
much less expense, 

To this end we wpuld therefore recom- 
mend the repeal of the act of the legisla- 
ture requiring cownties to provide for 
their harmless insane, and further recom- 
mend that proper steps be taken looking 
to their transfer to the care of the state. 


Summary of Work. 


After carefully inspecting these several 
departments we feel that the county com- 
mrissioners are to be commended for es- 
tablishing and maintaining what we con- 
sider in many respects a modern institu- 
tion of its kind. They are no less to be 
commended and the citizens of the county 
congratulated in the selection of so capable 
a superintendent to preside over it. In 
Dr. Hope we found a humane man, one in 
syurpathy with his work, and one _ thor- 
oughly conversant with modern methods 
in the management of such institutions. 
We believe him to be well fitted for his 
position, and this is nowhere more thor- 
oughly manifested than in his selection 
of good and faithful assistants. Mrs. 
Gallagher, matron in charge of the im- 
becile asylum, is an evidence of this fact, 
and a more trying or difficult position than 
the one she so cheerfully fils is hard to 


conceive of. 
Roads and Bridges.

The Mason & Turner's ferry road should 
be put im better condition by raising both 
sides of the road to the level of the street 
car track, and the street railway company 
should be instructed to remove all posts 
and irons from the thoroughfare. This 
road is especially bad for a mile on_ each 
side of Mr. George McCrary’s residence, 
and this work should receive immediate at- 
tention. 

The road from Atlanta to Manchester 
via East Point should be macadamized from 
the city limits to the county line, as farm- 
ers frequently start with a load to the 
city, unload half of it at the end of the 
macadam, carrying the balance home and 
come back and get the other half, thereby 
showing that they could haul twice as 
much on the macadamized roads as they 
can on the dirt roads. This is one of the 
main thoroughfares of the county; we 
think this road should be macadamized 
from the city to the county limits. 

The Jonesboro road from the junction 
of Lakewood road to Henderson’s store 
is in bad condition for short distances; the 
holes and ruts shvuld be filled. 

The Sandtown road is in very fair condi- 
tion for five miles out, but after leaving 
the five mile post, thence on to the 
county limits needs considerable work, and 
as this is one of the main thoroughfares 
of the county it should be done at once. 

The Ben Hill road, the entire length to 
the barracks, is in a deplorable condition 
and almost impassable. The convicts are 
now at’ work on this road and it should 


be completed as rapidly as possible, as the 
farmers in that section of the county will 
mot be able to haul their crops unless it 
is put in better condition. The bridge 
across Utoy creek, on this road, is in bad 
condition, two sills being rotten and some 
planks in the floor being decayed. This 
bridge should be thoroughly overhauled 
as soon as possible. It does seem that 
this portion of the county, so far as the 
roads are concerned, has been badly neg- 
lected, and we think it is the duty of the 
proper authorities to give the taxpayers 
of this -cection better thoroughfares over 
which to haul their produce to town and 
their supplies home. The Ben Hill road 
from the barracks to the junction of East 
Foint road is also in b condition, and 
the work already stated should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. We beg to 
supplement our report by stating that guard 
doors should be placed on the Roswell 
bridge. 

West Hunter street road, leading out 


into the country, is in a bad fix near the 
city limits and the holes and ruts should 
be filled without delay. 


Public Buildings. 


We find the courthouse in fatr condition. 
The exterior should be thoroughly cleaned 
and the brick work repainted and stained. 
complaint is made by the ordinary and tax 
collector that they need more room, and 
this should be given them as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

We earnestly recommend an addition to 
the present building to give proper and am- 
ple accommodation to all the county cf- 
ficers and the courts.. At present the coun- 
ty is compelled to rent quarters for one 
branch of the city court and the rent so 
paid would go far toward paying the in- 
terest on the money needed for necessary 
additions to the present building. We find 
the jail in as good condition as existing 
circumstances will permit. The inmates 
make no complaint of their treatment or 
the accommodations afforded them. We 
view with pleasure the prospect of a new 
and commodious jail, and commend the 
work of the county commissioners in this 
direction. We earnestly urge the county 
authorities to take .pompt steps toward 
replacing with asphalt, the belgian blocks 
and other stone paving upon which the 
courthouse now abuts, the noise arising 
from the use of the objectionable material 
rendering it at times well nigh impossible 
for speakers to be heard in the courtroom. 


Public ‘Records. 


As the books of these offices have re- 
cently undergone a thorough examination 
by experts appointed by a former grand 
judy we made no examination of them. 


Justices of the Peace. 


We have examined all the justice of the 
peace dockets that have been submitted to 
us and find all properly Kept, with one ex- 
ception, where the cost was not itemized. 
We notified the justice of the peace of the 
omission and to have it corrected. 

The dockets of Jeptha N. Langston, 1326th 
district; James M. Moore, 1828th district; 
W. C. Maddox, 722d district; E. S. Morris, 
469th district, were not brought in, not- 
hot apenas they were twice notified by 
mail. 

County Board of Education. 

The management by this board of Fulton 
county’s public schools has for years past 
justly been the subject of adverse criti- 
cism. A short while after entering upon 
the discharge of our duties, complaint 
reached us that this body was not con- 
ducting the county schools in an impartial 
manner, or in the interest of all citizens 
pf the county. Upon investigation we were 
convinced that such had characterized its 
administration, as well as incompetency 
and neglect of duties, Not only this, but 
we discovered influence dominated, which 
should not be tolerated in such a body. 
We therefore became convinced that a 
change in the personnel of this boad would 
best serve the interest of all ‘the citizens of 
the county. The term of office of two 
members of the board expired in April, and 
another was made vacant by resignation. 
After due deliberation we elected to these 
offices ex-Governor Northen, W. P. Pattillo 
and Dr. I. 8S. Hopkins, and weel gratified 
that we were enabled to induce such thor- 
oughly competent and capable gentlemen 
to take upon themselves these grave and 
trying duties. We feel that we have only 
laid the foundation, and trust that future 
grand juries will complete this most im- 
portant work. We are convinced that a 
step in the right direction has been taken, 
and ere long Fulton county will take the 
Same proud position in educational matters 
she now occupies in so many respects. It 
is a recognized fact that our duty is to 
educate those who are to come after us, 
and take upon themselves duties now de- 
volving upon us. In furtherance of this 
duty we recommend that a local tax, not 
to exceed % of 1 per cent, be levied as pre- 
vided by law for county school purposes, to 
supplement the state tax in the support of 
the common schools of the county, in order 
that we may have a nine-months session of 
the public schools instead of five. 


County Commissioners. 


A loose, unbusingss-like and careless man- 
agement has chafacterized this board for 
a series of years. It seems to have been the 
custom to pigeon hole and entirely ignore 
the recommendations of grand juries. We 
find in looking back over presentments of 
previous grand juries recommendations 
after recommendations calling attention to 
specified roads, bridges and many other 
important county works needing attention, 
entirely neglected, while at the same time 
new roads were. opened or being opened 
and much other unnecessary work done, 
In this connection we hubmit, if recom- 
mendations of the highest body in the 
county can be treated in this manner, that 
the law requiring we make such recommen- 
dations should be repealed. We trust the 
present board of county commissioners and 
those who are to succeed them will realize 
in its broadest sense that they are but 
servants of the people and that the future 
management of this office will rebound 
more uniformily to the benefit of all citi- 
zens of the county. 

We congratulate our fellow citizens for 
the capable and earnest work which has 
characterized the administration of the 
present bord of county commissioners in 
the reforms in the administration of this 
office.

fenders of the law, and the reflection that 
is a blot upon our proud escutcheon of 
“Wisdom, Justice and Moderation,’’ that 
this great and enlighted state, the Empire 
State of the South, has no such institution. 
Our courts are confronted almost every 
day with juvenile offenders of the law who 
have been convicted, and while they are of 
the legal age of violation with all its at- 
tendant punishment, every one who refiects 
must admit that while the law is right, 
wisdom says place the child where he 
will be taught respect for and obedience to 
the law. The child, while of the legal age 
of accountability, may have been and it 
has almost invariably been proven has 
been, surrounded by environment calcu- 
lated to deaden if not totally destroy all 
conception of right and wrong, or if not 
80 surrounded, has been the associate and 
under the influence of those who care but 
for wrong doing and its influence mor- 
ally, 

As our laws are, the child is placed, even 
before conviction, among hardened crimi- 
nals, many of them who are undergoing 
repeated arrest or punishment, moves, 
breathes and has his living among such 
day by day, draws his moral nourishment 
from such a source. Is it any wonder that 
in a few years he is before the courts 
again, older in years and charged with a 
greater crime? A graduate, so to speak, 
in evil, 

Excessive Receivership Fees. 


We view with apprehension the growing 
tendency on the part of our courts to allow 
attorneys and others excessive fees in re- 
ceivership cases, paid from funds in the 
hands ef the receiver, and wish to place 
upon this practice our unqualified condem- 
nation. Unless greater moderation is ex- 
ercised by”the courts in this respect no firm 
or corporation doing a business of any 
magnitude is safe. We are convinced thew 
are corvorations and coricerns whose sub- 
stance has been dissipated in this man- 
ner, and many of them who would have 
weathered the financial storm and today be 
doing well and earning money for creditors 
and stockholders, but for the hope of a 
fat fee to be allowed by the courts out of 
the wrecked estate. 

We call upon the judiciary branch of our 
government to step to the front with the 
flaming sword of justice and put a stop to 
this tide of evil, which has already done 
so much harm, and threatens to do so 
much more, 


Contingent Fees. 


The custom of attorneys at law seeking 
and accepting business, bringing suits 
against individuals and corporations, their 
compensation being dependent entirely upon 
success in obtaining judgment and collect- 
ing money under such judgments, we be- 
lieve to be a present and growing evil and 
one that should be remedid. — 

When it is known that for every trifling 
injury or fancied wrong, the most irre- 
sponsible persons that walk our streets 
can find a dozen lawyers ready to farm 
out their giant intellects, conditioned upon 
the success in extorting (by compromise 
or otherwise) money from defendants in 
suits they shall bring, capital will be with- 
held and business interests suffer. ° 

This custom has led to such abuses and 
has grown in-~magnitude till it is recog- 
nized by many of our most thoughtful 
business men as perhaps one of the great- 
est hindrances to\the prosperity and ubp- 
building of this city. 

We therefore recommend that our repre- 
sentatives from this county in the legis- 
lature give this matter their attention, 
with a view of preparing and presenting 
for enactment a bill covering this question, 
making it a misdemeanor for any lawyer 
to accept a case or bring suit in any court 
of justice when the compensation for his 
services in such cases shal] be contingent 
upon his success in collecting money from 
the defendent, and the compensation to be 
a proportionate share of such collection. 


General Presentments. 


We regret there is no law requiring 
different county officers, whose compen- 
sation in the fees of such office, to keep 
a record of alul such fees received, and 
therefore recommend that our representa- 
tives in the legislature introduce a proper- 
ly framed bill requiring such records to be 
kept and furnished grand juries when de- 
sired. These offices are allowed by law 
these fees in lieu of salary. They are but 
servants of the people, and they (the peo- 
ple) have a right to know what compen- 
sation their servants receive in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

We call attention to the large number of 
bondsfor feited and from which the coun- 
ty derives nothing, 
covered after forfeiture that the bond is 
worthless, or what is commonly called 
‘straw bond.’”” We suggest the passage 
of a law which in all such forfeitures will 
act as a lien upon the property of the of- 
ficer accepting such bond as well as his 
bondsman. It is no more than the duty 
of such officer to investigate the pecuniary 
resources of these bondsmen before ac- 
cepting the same, and where this is not 
done and the bond is forfeited, the officer 
should be compelled to make good the 
amount. We recommend that all officers 
of the county who give bond be required 
to furnish them through a reliable trust 
company or corporation. Thousands of 
dollars would have been saved to this 
county in the past years had such been 
the custom. 

The system of books kept by all those of 
the county handling its funds are crude 
and cumbersome and not adapted to large 
detailed expenditures. We therefore rec- 
ommend the passage of a law creating the 
office of auditor, through whose books a 
system of checks can be kept over re- 
ceipts and expenditures of all funds of 
the county. 

We call attention to the dafly violation 
of the law in garnishment of laborers. 
It is becoming open and flagrant as well 
as a serious annoyance to employes, and 
we insist that the’ law in punishment of 
such violation be enforced. 

We protest against the frequent use of 
indictments by this body for “larceny af- 
ter trust’’ and like offenses being used for 
collection purposes.. We regret to note 
the many trivial cases presented to this 
body, and while under oath we are forced 
to present the parties for trial, many of 
them were such as never should have been 
brought for our consideration, and the 
county burdened with the expense of jury 
trials. Our colored fellow citizens, as 
well as many of our: white, are, we regret 
to see, ready to resort to the courts. We 
deem it our duty to repeat the recommenda- 
tion of former grand juries, that a proper 
law be framed to correct the abuse of the 
law in ‘bail trover.”” As now practiced, 
it is used to imprison for debt, which our 
constitution declares shall not he done. 

We recommend the clerk of the county 
commissioners be required to keep a book 
in which, under proper heading, he is to 
clip and paste the recommendations of 
this, as well as all other grand juries who 
are to follow us, such books to be desig- 
nated “grand jury presentments,” and this 
book to be handed in to each grand jury. 

We recommend that there be established 
at the Fulton county barracks e kennel for 
the raising and training of blood hounds 
so that at all times fleeing criminals may 
be followed and apprehended, aided to 
that end by the wnerring instinct of the 
dogs. We believe the Knowledge of the 
existence of such a pack of hounds, in- 
stantly ava‘lable in all parts of the coun- 
ty. would deter much wrong doing. 

We recommend that the pay of jurors 
be continued at the rate of $2 per day. 

Recognizing that the city of Atlanta is 
a very important part of Fulton county, 
that her citizens contribute much the great- 
er part of the county’s revenue, we rec- 
ommend the expenditure within the city 
of a fair proportion of the county’s in- 
come toward the improvement of streets. 
The greatest good to the greatest number 
will result therefrom. 

We take occasion to return our thanks 
to his honor, Judge Lumpkin, for the 
thorough and comprehensive instructions 
given our body as to its duties. 

We have observed with much satisfaction 
the untiring industry and painstaking care 
which characterized his business-like ad- 
ministration. 


We recommend his successful efforts to- 
ward relie a long congested docket. 
Ancestral abjlities and excellences, as well

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HOT TIMES WITH 
BAGLE AND PHENIX 


The Case Comes Up for a Settlement 
Tomorrow Morning. 


IT WILL BE WAR TO THE KNIFE 


Strong Determination To Depose 
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Judge Bigby as Receiver. 


SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS ARE EXPECTED 


Everybody Who Is Interested in the 
Case Will B2 on Hand To Urge 
His Claims. 


Tomorrow morning the hearing on the 
Eagle and Phenix receivership complica- 
tions will come up before Judge Newman 
in the United States court, and unless 
all signs fail it will be the most scnsa- 
tional case that has been exposed in a 
Georgia courtroom in a very long time. 

There was a great deal of talk about 
harmony and an amicable adjrstment 
when the matter first came to hcht and 
the two conflicting sets of receivers were 
appointed to take charge of the mills. 

This has all blown away and now both 
sides have declared war and it will be a 
fight to a finish. 

Already the case has furnished ground 
for a great deal of talk and there are 
many who insist that not half has been 
told and that the developments tomorrow 
will be hotter than anything yet heard. 

It has been charged that $40,000 was 
borrowed by the Eagle and Phenix Man 
ufacturing Company on 2,000 kates of cot- 
ton, not a bale of which has been deliv- 
ered. 

It is said that an Alabamian has loaned 
the corporation about $20,000, taking only 
their notes in return without a sign of 
security or indorserent, and that he has 
failed to realize a cent on his loan. 

The charges against Judge Bigby per- 
sonaily have been published too recently 
in the newspapers to necessitaie repeti- 
tion. The declaration that ‘he raised his 
Salary from $5,000 a year to $20,000 has 
been talked about for several days. 

All of the charges made against the cor- 
poration were made for things that oc- 
curred during Judge Bigby’s term as the 
president of the concern. 

Tomorrow a vigorous effort will be made 
to depose him as an unfit man to act as 
Receiver.

The mass meeting last night adopted a 
demand, a copy of which -will be presented 
to every master or employing plumber in 
the city before work time this morning. 

If the scale is not granted by the master 
plumbers the journeymen plumbers, steam 
and gas fitters will walk out. 

The plumbers seen after the meeting ad- 
journed this morning claimed that nearly 
all of the plumbers in the city attended 
the meeting and that all would remain 
steadfast for the demand. They said that 
the plumbing business would be tied up 
early this morning unless the proposed 
scale is adopted. 

The plumbers cite that they have en- 
deavored by peaceable methods to adjust 
their grievances and secure justice. Fail- 
ing in that they say they decided on the 
action taken last night. Two meetings 
have been held this week at which the 
matter was discussed, The plumbers are 
firm in their position and they say that 
the trade is in a very unsatisfactory con- 
dition. 

The Plumbers’ Demand. 

The following communication will be 
handed to every master plumber and fore- 
man when the shop doors are opened this 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 24, 1896.—Owing to the 
unsatisfactory condition of the plumbers, 
steam and gas fitters of Atlanta, open 
meetings were held June 22d and June 24th 
for the purpose of discussing the same. 

“Having tried in every way by peaceable 
methods to secure a settlement of the 
trouble and failing, 

“We hereby demand, on behalf of local 
union, No. 72, United Association of Jour- 
neymen Plumbers, Steam and Gas Fitters, 
that a scale of wages be adopted as fol- 
lows:

“Steam fitters $3 per day. 

“Gas Fitters $2.50 per day.

HIS. MUTILATED BODY FOUND 


It Was a Nearly Unrecognizable Mass 
of Flesh. 


GROUND BETWEEN THE LARGE (COIS 


The Unfortunate Man the Son of a 
Marietta Minister and a Genial 
Gentleman. 


Columbus, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—A hor- 
rible accident happened here at the Eagle 
and Phenix mills today, where, in the rear 
of mill No. 3, a short distance from where 
the roaring river thundered over the mill- 
dam, Mr. William H, Buttolph, a cotton 
buyer for the mills and a young man of 
promise, met a terrible fate unseen by hu- 
man eyes. Mr. Buttolph had walked 
down to the mill flume and was standing 
about the driving gear of the mill at a point 
where the mighty force of the water is 
demonstrated to operate the mill. It is sup- 
posed that he made a misstep or in some 
way, possibly caused by dizziness, fell, and 
being caught in the mighty cogwheels met 
death instantly. 

A few minutes after the occurrence the 
mangled and almost unrecognizable fre- 
mains of Mr. Buttolph were found by one 
of the employes of the mill, who had gone 
down on the flume-to ojl the machinery. 
These cogwheele are the means of trans- 
ferring the power from the mighty water 
wheels to the main shaft of the mills, where 
it is utilized ang divided throughout the es- 
tablishment by means of familiar contriv- 
ances. Beneath these gear wheels are the 
big water wheels, and hence it is right here 
that a person can experience the full force 
of the mighty power that operhtes the 
mill’s spindles and looms. The wheels 
grind together with resistless force and 
death is-instantaneous to the person who 
Once is caught in the cogs. 

The cogwheels which effect the practical 
transference of the power from the water 
wheel to the mills are inclosed in separate 
little spaces, set off from the rest of the 
platform by being in a pit. 
These danger spots are inclosed 
by timbers laid on the platform. 
Mr. Buttolph was in the habit of going 
down about the flume occasionally, as are 
other persons about the mills. This morn- 


,ing shortly before 9 o’clock Mr. Buttolph 


was seen to walk down this way and was 
noticed standing on the gangway not far 
from the driving gear. A few minutes later 
his mangled remains were discovered lying 
in the little oily shallow pit by Mr. T. J. 
Mills, an employe of the mills, who went 
there to do some oiling. 

The theory is that Mr. Buttolph was 
Standing on the sills opposite the 
whirling wheels and made a misstep or in 
some way lost his balance, falling over the 
Wheels. Maybe it was his hand, possibly 
his garment, but something caught in the 
wheel and instantly the cogs had him. 
Death was instantaneous. The wheels were 
revolving with great rapidity, and he was 
carried through the merciless cogs almost 
in a second. He was flung into the opposite 
corner Of the little oily pit, never having 
touched the bottom until landed on the oth- 
er side. The upper part of his body was 
almost unrecognizablé. Passing through 
the close-fitting cogs, it was horribly muti- 
lated and mangled. The upper part of the 
body still remained practically intact, but 
was fearfully crushed and was reduced to 
one almost featureless mass of flesh. The 
legs were not injured. 

A pool of human blood poured forth and 
joined the oil beneath the wheels, which 
still whirled on, unconscious that they had 
sent a soul to eternity. 

The remains were soon identified as those 
of Mr. Buttolph. The news of the fatal ac- 
cident soon spread through the city and 
created the deepest regret. Mr. Buttolph 
was a clever, genial gentleman of many no- 
ble and attractive characteristics, and to 
the entire community the affair was a most 
sad one. The coroner held an inquest, as 
a result of which the jury returned a ver- 
dict that the deceased came to his death by 
an accident, falling into a gear wheel of 
No. 3 Eagle and Phenix mill. 
no witnesses to the accident, Mr. Buttolph 
meeting his horrible fate alone. 

Mr. Buttolph was about thirty-five years 
old. He has been connected with the mills 
as cotton buyer for seven years. His origi- 
nal home was in Marietia, where his father, 
Rev. D. L. Buttolph, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, a brother, Mr. James Buttolph, and a 
sister, Miss Susie Buttolph, survive him. 

Coming here from Thomasville, he mar- 
ried Miss Peabody, a daughter of the late 
John Peabody, who with three small chil- 
dren survive him. They have the sympa- 
thy of the entire community in their sad 
loss. 


LOWERING THE TRACKS. 


Good Work of the Georgia and Alaba- 
ma at Americus. 

Americus, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia and Alabama railway began today 
the work of lowering its tracks through 
the city, a distance of more than a mile. 


McIntyre & Davidson, of ‘Thomasville, 
have the contract and entered upon it to- 
day with a large force. In some places 
the tracks will be lowered a depth of sev- 
enteen feet below the street grade and each 
of the street crossings will be spanned by 
substantial iron bridges. Several months 
may be required wherein to complete the 
work, which will cost the road a round 
sum. At Lumpkin some twelve or four- 
teen miles of track is being revised and re- 
built, which, with the moving of the depot 
a quarter of a mile nearer the town, will 
cost $144,000. Redmond & Co., of Atlanta, 
have this contract, and several hundred 
hands are employed thereon.

CHIEF CONNOLLY 


AS AN AUCTIONEER 


He Conducted a Bargain Counter at. the 
Old Hoss Sale Yesterday. 


AN EXCITED RUSH FOR GOODS 


Many Purchasers Clamor To Buy Un- 
claimed Articles. 


AMUSING SCENES THE AUCTION 


Pistols and Knives and Various 
Worldly Possessions Were Sold 
at Public Outcry. 


AT 


For four long hours yesterday Chief Con- 
nolly auctioned off wares and chattels to 
the highest bidder at the annual “‘old hoss” 
sale at the station house. 

Around the chief gathered a motley crowd 
and Russian Jews; Decatur street denizens 
and all classes and conditions of men clam- 
ored out in mixed tongues and risked their 
small coins on the articles held in the hand 


of the auctioneer. 

For four hours it was pandemonium at 
the station house. Rival bidders waged war 
between themselves and each tried to talk 
louder and oftener than his neighbors, The 
buyers rushed upon the auctioneer and 
cried out their bids at the top of their 
voices. 

Chief Connolly was bewildered at the 
rush on the bargain counter and he had a 
rope stretched across the room, so that he 
would be enabled to Keep the eager army 
of buyers within proper bounds. 

Pistols, knives, dirks, brass knucks, -gul- 
tars and~ mandolins, walking canes, old 
hats, coats, lightning rods and hand or- 
gans, and in fact almost every article 
known to the world of trade had found its 
way into the station house, and had never 
been claimed. Hat pins and bandboxes, 
along with hoop skirts and pinbacks were 
sold at public outcry by the chief, 

Monkey wrenches, wrapped with wire into 
murderous weapons, were sold among other 
articles. Old pistols, covered with rust 
and not even dangerous when unloaded, 
found ready buyers. Case knives and old 
table ware, shoes and clothing, whisky 
flasks and demijohns were sold to the 
crowd. Anything of any value found a 
ready market, and as a purchaser would 
pay for his article he would drop it down 
into his pocket and would be in the market 
for the next article that was to be auc- 
tioned off, 

From 10 o’clock until 2 the sale was con- 
tinued and the buzzing of voices could be 
easily heard on the street. Constant 
streams of people poured back and forth 
through the station house, some carrying 
away their goods and others returning to 
buy more.
